HOLLYWOOD, May 19.—If Eddie Can- 
tor, prexy of the Screen Actors’ Guild, has 
his way, the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences will go the way of all 
flesh, and the sooner the better as far as 
he is concerned. 

According to Cantor, the Academy last 
year “sold the actor down the river to 
the producer,” and had it not been for 
the Guild the producers would now be 
able to regulate salaries and pretty nearly 
control the destinies of the players.

“Average-Actor” Group Meeting; 
Fight Expected on Amendments 


Reports of “average-actor” committees discussed — 
another meeting Wednesday — Equity council yesses 
one amendment, nays three, with two alternatives up 


NEW YORK, May 19.—The “average-actor-representation” group of the Actors’ 
Equity Association held the first of a series of meetings Wednesday night to decide 
definitely on proposals to be made at the annual Equity meeting The gathering 


was held at the Union Church. 


It was called at 12 midnight and lasted two and a 


half hours. Reports of committees appointed last month to investigate various 
problems were heard in part, a definite program to be followed at the annual 


meeting was begun and discussions on 
meeting to continue with the work was 
called for next Wednesday at the same 
place and time. 


Albert Van Dekker, one of the group’s 
nominees for Equity council, presided, 
and there was a large attendance, includ- 
ing several of Equity’s present council 
members. Among the latter were Jo- 
sephine Hull, Alfred Kappeler and Jay 
Fassett. 


Van Dekker opened the meeting by de- 
fining the aims and policies of the group. 
He said: “This is the fifth meeting of 
this general body, the purpose of which is 
to strengthen and lend more whole- 
hearted support to our own Equity Asso- 
ciaticn. If one plank in our platform 
is detrimental to the interests of Equity, 
point it out and we'll change it. We 
welcome criticism, particularly construc- 
tive criticism.” He mentioned the four 
proposed amendments to the Equity 
constitution, which come up at the an- 
nual meeting June 1, as the achievements 
thus far of the group, and said that the 
group intends to present as many resolu- 
tions as time allows at the annual meet- 
ing. What those resolutions are is de- 
pendent upon the action of the general 
meetings now being held. 

Nineteen of the questions previously 
referred to committees have been investi- 
gated. Some of them were reported upon 
and discussed Wednesday, and others, due 
to lack of time, were tabled until the 
next meeting. Among the 19 points are 


the various points were held. Another

a survey of the entire theatrical industry, 
control of personal representatives, the 
organization of the radio field, rotary 
stock, changes in the bonding rules, the 
control of salary cuts, pay for rehearsals, 
regulation of cases which may be thrown 
into arbitration, the policy of Equity 
Magazine, the classification of extras and 
a method of expanding subsidized relief 
theaters, such as the present Department 
of Public Welfare setup. 


One of the longest discussions centered 
about the classification of extras, tho no 
definite decision was reached. The gen- 
eral consensus of opinion was that Equity 
should create a special classification for 
such people and take them definitely un- 
der its wing. 


Another important point, in view of 
the flood of announcements of summer 
theaters and the recent ruling that non- 
commercial summer stocks are not under 
the provisions of the code, is the stand 
taken by the group on summer com- 
panies. A resolution was passed, and will 
be submitted to Equity council at its 
regular meeting Tuesday. It reads: 

“It is resolved that the NRA should 
prescribe more definite rules in regard to 
the working conditions and wages of ac- 
tors working in the field of the so-called 
summer theater. This field has been

Suspended sentence is imposed — “rebels’”

NEW YORK, May 19.—The 12 “rebel” leaders in the fight for local autonomy in 
Local 802 of the American Federation of Musicians, who were placed on trial last 
month as the result of a meeting held in defiance of orders of the local and national 
bodies, were eath fined $300 this week by the loca! for their parts in the affair. Over 
a month elapsed between the time of the trial and the time the fine was handed 
down, sentence, in the meantime, having been suspended. It is felt that the actions 
of these 12 in the last few weeks in connection with fhe autonomy situation, com- 


bined with earlier activities, led to the 
fine. This was the most pertinent action 
in the week’s development concerning 802, 
altho several cther items broke. Two of 
the most startling concerned the reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the local sched- 
uled for last Monday, May 14. Meeting 
was called for the morning, but failed to 
come off when a quorum was lacking. 
This was held particularly significant, in 
view of a “rebel” meeting the week be- 
fore when nearly twice the number 
needed for a quorum (500) turned out. 
Harry Freedman, local executive, said that 
no meeting would be held now until June. 

The other move was a parade staged 
unexpectedly by local members. Of the 
several hundred that did turn out for 
the Monday meeting, many came bearing 
placards, protesting against the mysteri- 
ous death, a few days previous, of Richard 
Brecher, active in the autonomy dispute. 

During the past week all “rebel” mem- 
bers of the election and by-law com- 
mittees were called in by Edward 
Canavan, local chairman, for interroga- 
tion, with all questions asked by the 
local’s attorney and testimony taken down 
by a stenographer. Some of the ques- 
tions put to the men, were: whether they 
knew anything about the placards, men- 
tioned ‘above: if they had attended the 
May 4 meeting, wherein the “rebels” 
“amended” the local by-laws; whether 
they had made any speeches at the meet- 
ing; why a ball was being held May 21 at 
Webster Hall. Members of the election 
committee were asked whether they in- 
tended to carry thru on the proposed 
election to be held June 4. Another ques- 
tion asked of some of the members was 
if they had read or knew anything about 
the story appearing in the May 12 issue 
of The Billboard concerning the 802 
situation. 

Purpose of the questioning was not dis- 
closed, but it appeared important in view 
of the fines just meted out. The men 
have three weeks to appeal to the na- 
tional body, but their spokesman said 
no decision as to what tactics would be 
taken have been made. Group will con- 
sult for legal advice before doing any- 
thing. They expressed no desire to ap- 
peal to the national board, since this 
would take the matter out of the hands 
of the local, something the men don't 
want to happen. 

Meanwhile the “rebels” put all effort 
im two directions. First, they were work- 
ing on the ball by Which they hope to 
raise funds and attract outside interest, 
and second, they are concentrating on 
the local election, unrecognized either 
by local or national officials, to be held 
June 4.

cleaners walked out of Radio City houses 
Priday. 

Levey says ushers that had walked out 
of the Franklin went back when the 
house raised their salary from $10 to 
$14.40. Four ushers that had quit the 
Kings went back and then struck again. 

Loew’s State is being picketed, altho 
the union has not called out any men. 
The union is concentrating on Brooklyn 
and says it will paralyze the Loew and 
RKO houses there first and then spread 
into another borough. 


The union is asking for a closed shop, 
a 40-hour week, $18 a week for ushers, 
$24 for chief ushers, $18 for cleaners, $24 
for janitors and $30 for head janitors. 
Ushers are now getting as low as $10 
a week. 


Loew has instructed all managers to 
arrange for extra police protection Ab 
houses involved in the strike. It has or- 
dered managers to remain at their thea- 
ters day and night if necessary. Charles 
C. Moskowitz, of Loew, issued a state- 
ment that the poll taken earlier this 
month by the Department of Labor under 
the direction of Division Administrator 
Sol Rosenblatt indicated that 84.6 per 
cent of the 2,200 Loew and RKO theater 
workers did not wish to join the union. 

The union claims the poll was taken 
under shady circumstances and was not 
truly representative of the workers’ in- 
terests. Levey says Loew used intimida- 
tion and misrepresentation to force em- 
ployees to vote against the union. He 
also expresses doubt that the figures are 
correct, even if the poll had been taken 
properly. 

Fifty-two complaints of employees be- 
ing discharged for union activities were 
filed with the Regional Labor Board the 
past half year, Levey says, and only two 
employees were actually reinstated. He 
claims the theater owners deliberately 
refuse to obey decisions of the labor 
board. 


WASHINGTON, May 19. — Reinstate- 
ment by the Elkhart Amusement Com- 
pany of nine ushers discharged last De- 
cember because they were members of a 
union was ordered Thursday by the Na- 
tional Labor Board, which takes pre- 
cedence over all regional boards. The 
ushers had been employed in the Warner 
and Bucklen theaters in Elkhart, Ind. 
Decision was based on testimony given at 
a hearing of the case last month. 


Last August the company had pre- 
pared a contract under which the ushers 
agreed to withdraw their application for 
affiliation with the AFL, instead forming 
a house union for each theater. In its 
decision the board said that “whether or 
not coercion was used to induce the 
ushers to sign it, it is clear that the 
employer sought to discourage the ushers 
from joining an outside union.” 


CCC Survey Shows But 20% Legit; 
Plan Outlined for 100 Companies 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Eighty per 
cent of the youths in CCC camps where 
CWA plays have been shown had never 
seen a play with a professional cast in 
their lives. In one camp, 90 per cent had 
never seen a legit show. And most of 
these youths come from homes that could 
have afforded to pay for legit shows. 
These startling statistics were presented 
as arguments for a federal appropriation 
to send small acting companies into the 
nation’s CCC camps here Thursday. 


The CWA Drama Division in New York 
put on a performance of The Patsy here 
Thursday before a select audience of 800, 
including most of the national CCC camp 
administrators. The performance made 
a deep impression and was followed by 
pledges of support from many officials. 

George Junkin, head of the drama 
division in New York, has submitted a 
plan to send out 100 companies over the 
nation’s 1,750 CCC camps. Forty com- 
panies would go out of New York, 30 ous 
of Chicago, 15 out of Los Angeles and 15 
out of San Francisco. 


Each company would carry a cast of 12, 
at $24 a week, and a director, at $30 a 


week. Traveling expenses would be paid 
by the CCC camp recreation funds, as 
would meals and board. The camps them- 
selves would rig up stages. The company 
would not necessarily carry special 
scenery. 

To finance this plan the government 
would have to appropriate at least $31,800 
a week. Robert Fechner, director of the 
Emergency Conservation Bureau, and 
Jacob Baker, assistant to Federal Relief 
Administrator Harry L. Hopkins, said they 
approved the plan after witnessing the 
performance here Thursday. 

The performance was followed by a 
half-hour broadcast over WIC here. Otis 
Skinner, Peggy Wood and Junkin made 
pleas for support of the plan, stressing its 
value in regenerating the living theater. 

There is a possibility that when and if 
the project gets under way that the plays 
would be alternated with musicals or 
vaude. But, for the present, the primi- 
tiveness of the rigged-up stages makes it 
inadvisable to use musicians or try any 
sort of elaborate effects. 

Emily Holt, counsel for Equity, was 
here to support the project Thursday.

Reaffirmed Faith 


HILE others who in jumping on the band wagon deserted 
their principles and smothered their better judgment 
with day dreams of future glory in an impossible world 

of mechanized entertainment The Billboard stuck to its guns 
in its fight for a deserved place in the amusement world for 
living entertainment. 


More than five years have passed. The legitimate stage, 
vaudeville and kindred branches are cadaverous remnants of 
once flourishing fields. But they are still alive. And the learned 
doctors tell us that the crisis has been passed. The renegades 
predicted that vaudeville would be completely obliterated in a 
few years. This is far from being the case. They stated with 
high-sounding authority that Broadway would be completely 
bereft of legitimate shows; that the road would pass out of 
existence as completely as horse-drawn landaus. They were 
wrong, and they knew it at the time they were making their 
predictions. 

Activity on Broadway’s stage has been curtailed to a large 
degree, but it has become more intensified. The season’s figures 
are incomplete, of course, but any conscientious observer will 
agree that the successes, of which there have been many, are 
not less pronounced than in the days when “flesh” and foot- 
lights reigned supreme. 

As for the road, true it is that according to old standards 
there isn’t any road. But while the paths of trouperdom ara 
overgrown with weeds, and even as neglected as a cowpath in 
certain parts of the provinces, the road still lives. Once in a 
while a valiant soul trods thru its fastnesses and emerges with 
varying success. It has been proved, however, that it is not 
impossible to make a successful tour. That is the important 
point. 

The road can be revived: it can be brought back to a sem- 
blance of its former glory. Whether thru Broadway companies 
or not remains to be seen. But as time passes we are further 
strengthened in our conviction that the road can come back if 
properly handled. Despite the pessimism of such old hands at 
the game as George C. Tyler and Guy Bates Post, we firmly 
believe that a new approach, an entirely different viewpoint, 
will yet restore the road. The road of today needs younger 
hands, stouter hearts and a new brand of ethics. Conditions 
are entirely different; the opposition uses different tactics and 
the tastes of the provincial audiences are different. 

The road will come back. Neither film opposition, dearth of suitable 
stands nor hearts that are weak nor heads that are bowed and old will 
stop it. Young blood saved the film industry from many pitfalls in the 
various crises with which it has been confronted. Youth, enthusiasm and 
ingenuity will perform the same miracles for the legitimate stage en courant. 

Broadway’s successful producers are mostly young and, according to 
the measuring rods of the oldtimers, totally unfit to accomplish what they 
have. These selfsame wonder-workers of a new age will, sooner or later, 
take to the open road. They will bring to the hinterlands the brand of 
achievement that has remade the Broadway producing mart. In this way 
will the road be restored. All of this will happen in our time, too. 

As for vaudeville, only the boys who are hard up for an angle to attract 
attention continue to say that the branch that is the cradle of all amuse- 
ments is bowing out. This hasn’t been any too good a season for vaude- 
ville. Its activity has been disappointing. And very few of the film 
companies have boasted about their earnings. 

As we have stated thru the years, vaudeville will never die. We amend 
that for this installment and state that vaudeville—not strictly as we 
have known it this past decade but vandeville withal no matter what 
changes and improvements are made—is due for a comeback that will 
make all of us reaffirm our faith in the scientific soundness of the theory 
that show business is propelled in its progress by cycles. 

Vaudeville has been shunted into the background long enough. The 
time is about ripe for it to blossom forth again. Depression and othe 
factors might hold it back a while longer, but vaudeville will again come 
into its own. Theaters catering to the masses cannot exist without vaude- 
ville; films need vaudeviile for the talent it will produce and develop for 
Hollywood; radio needs vandeville not alone as a bush league but as a 
brushing-up farm for its personalities and as an auxiliary outlet for its 
artists’ bnreaus. 

The Billboard’s fight for ‘‘flesh’’ (Pardon the expression, Mr. Gill- 
more et al.) is at last showing results. We have succeeded thru the 
years in proving to the amusement industry that the living stage has its 
place in the setup and that this place cannot be usurped by greedy o# 
shallow-thinking magnates of the realm of electro-mechanics,

greatly expanded in the last two years, 
with the result that the traditional 
spring try-out season has virtually disap- 
peared. 

“Figures collected by the AEA give the 
number of summer theaters in 1933 as 
81. One hundred and fifty-four plays 
were tried out. Twenty-seven of these 
received New York productions. Eighteen 
Were successes. Formerly the tryout of 
these 154 plays would have given hun- 
dreds of actors several weeks’ work at 
good salaries. At present there are vir- 
tually no restrictions as to salaries in the 
summer theater, and of the hundreds of 
actors who helped produce these 154 
plays, it is safe to say the majority were 
employed at salaries below a living scale. 

“The committee understands that the 
gross receipts in the summer theater are 
not large, and that of necessity salaries 
must be on a modest standard, but feels 
that the actor must have additional pro- 
tection.” 

A plan was discussed by which salary 
cuts would be regulated by having the 
producer, before making the cut, show 
his books to Equity and prove that the 
slicing was necessary. If the cut was 
made contingent upon the gross, then it 
would be apportioned among the players 


Chamberlain Brown’s Vaude Hybrid 
Lays Long-Winded Egg at Opening 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Chamberlain 
Brown brought his Flashes into the 
Lyric Theater Wednesday after a post- 
ponement from Monday. From 9 to 
midnight Mr. Brown trotted out his 
hopefuls before a papered house. At 
exactly 11 p.m. Mr. Brown allowed Abner 
Silver to persuade him to sing There 
Goes My Heart. And when Mr. Brown 
warbled sweetly that “I had my chance, 
but now it’s gone,” one rude customer 
answered right back, “You're telling us!” 
That remark, in short, sizes up the eve- 
ning. 

In cruder words, Mr. Brown’s latest 
venture is a flop. He has attempted to 
create a queer hybrid vaudeville, put- 
ting on fading oldtimers and still green 
newtimers and then throwing in a cou- 
ple of dramatic sketches. On paper, his 
idea is not bad, but in practice the 
terrible staging and lighting and general 
slovenliness of the show killed any 
chance of success. The whole affair 
was so sloppy that it became at times 
pathetic. 

Brown is trying to do two-a-day at 
25 and 50 cents. He has a three-month 
arrangement with the theater thru a 
tieup with the United States Patriotic 
Society, Inc., of 1476 Broadway. Accord- 
ing to Jacob Cash, an officer of the so- 
ciety, the outfit is also promoting other 
theaters, and Brown is to run the shows. 
The idea is “to help unemployed actors” 


and also to help patriotism by having 
a patriotic play in each show and by 
distributing patriotic literature in the 
theaters. Of course, the patriotic sc- 
ciety, in its anxiety to be superpatriotic, 
is nonunion from front to back. 

As for the show itself, Della Samoiloff 
opened with the singing of the national 
anthem while majestically clutching 
the flag. The following acts appeared: 
Three Guardsmen, harmony singing; 
Nell O'Day, heading a four-people flash; 
Frank Farnum and Winnie May, dancers; 
Julia Kelety, veteran prima donna; Hope 
Emerson and Dimples Reed, amazonian 
comediennes; a 10-minute dramatic 
sketch, The Millen Trial, with Peul 
Adams. Waida Howard and Roger De- 
Koven; Tommy McLaughlin, Irish tenor; 
Margaret McKee, whistler; Fritzi Scheff; 
Abner Silver, songwriter; Four Playboys, 
colored hoofers; a half-hour dramatic 
sketch, Charles Martin's Criminal Court, 
featuring Jess Barker, and Ada May and 
Elaine Negler, kid mimics.

to total the exact amount of the man- 
ager’s deficit, and no more. 

A question that had previously been 
discussed, that of dismissals of Equity 
deputies and people who testified for 
their fellow players at arbitrations, was 
again brought up, and a resolution passed 
asking for the formulation of a method 
to protect such players. 

Equity Magazine, it was proposed, 
should contain more trade news of the 
sort that would aid actors in obtaining 
jobs, lists of defaulting agents and man- 
agers and a column given over to opinions 
of the membership. Also, it was agreed 
that the present “blue book” should be 
revised, and that future Equity rulings 
should be given as wide publicity as pos- 
sible. 

It is thought that among the points to 
be discussed at length at the next meet- 
ing will be some method of unemploy- 
ment insurance, the organization of the 
radio field, revision of the standard con- 
tract, bonds, control of personal repre- 
sentatives and arbitration. 

That a hot fight will wage over the four 
amendments proposed by the “average- 
actor-representation” group for vote at 
the annual meeting was brought out 
clearly with the publication of the cur- 
rent issue of Equity Magazine, which 
lists the four amendments, and gives the 
council’s reactions to each of them, and 
also lists arguments pro and con. The 
council advises a vote of “yes” on one of 
them, that providing for four regular 
meetings of the membership each year, 
but argues against the other three. To 
two of them the council has offered alter- 
nate amendments. 

The amendment to which the council 
is definitely opposed is the one which 
provides that the nominating committee 
be elected in its entirety by the mem- 
bership at large at the meeting called 
for that purpose. Under the present set- 
up. six members of the nominating com- 
mittee are so elected, and the other three 
appointed by the council. The council, 
in its published argument, seeks to cast 

oubt upon the honesty of purpose of 
the “average-actor” group, saying, “the 
council finds it difficult to credit the 
ostensible reasons” advanced in favor of 
the change, adding as arguments against 
the amendment that the council ap- 
pointees bring practical knowledge to the 
job, that they represent the out-of-town 
membership unable to attend the election 
of the nominating committee, and that 
the passage of the amendment would be 
a reflection on the honesty and integrity 
of the council. The “average-actor” group, 
on the other hand, argues that the 
amendment would make for greater de- 
mocracy in the government of Equity, 
that the appointees do not represent out- 
of-town members since they are appoint- 
éd by the council in New York and that 
the interests of all members are identical 
anyhow. Also, the group points out that 
the amendment instructs the nominating 
committee to consider all suggestions of 
the council. ; 

Another amendment would give the 
privilege of voting to all members hold- 
ing excused cards who are not delinquent 
in dues for more than a year, the group 
arguing that many active actors are often 
out of work for that period and unable 
to pay, and are still interested members 
of the organization who will pay up as 
soon as they get jobs. They also say that 
the treasury would not suffer, since mem- 
bers would still have to pay al! back dues 
to remain in good standing, and that 
those who intend to leave the profession 
would not be interested enough to vote 
or to obtain excused cards during their 
year of grace. The council claims that 
the amendment would put a premium 
upon the non-payment of dues, that it is 
sponsored by the exigencies of the de- 
pression, and that non-working actors are 
apt to favor changes in rulings because 
of their economic distress. It quotes 
figures on the probable increase of the 
franchise and offers as an alternative 
amendment one allowing such members 
to attend meetings, but not to vote. 

The other proposed amendment would 
allow the by-laws to be changed by a pe- 
tition of 30 members, in the same man- 
ner as the constitution. By-laws at pres- 
ent emanate entirely from the council. 
Then, if the proposed by-law were voted 
down by the council, it would be referred 
to the next general meeting, at which 
a majority vote would pass it. At the 
same time the council could also add to 
the by-laws under the present procedure. 
The council’s alternate amendment is the 
same as that of the “average-actor” 
group, except that it provides for a two- 
thirds vote of the general membership 
in overriding the council’s veto of a pro- 
posed amendment to the by-laws. 

This last-named amendment was, thru 
error, omitted from the list of proposed 
amendments mailed to the membership 
‘two weeks ago. It was, however, mailed 
out separately on Monday.

Publisher Hopes Are Dashed As 


Court Dismisses MDS Complaint 


NEW YORK, May 21.—The hopes of 
the music publishers interested in keep- 
ing alive the central jobbing organiza- 
tion, Music Dealers’ Service, Inc., re- 
ceived a definite setback as a result of 
Supreme Court Justice Wasservogel 
handing down an opinion from the 
bench, in which he dismissed the com- 
plaint without cost to either side, in 
the action brought by MDS against the 
Richmond-Mayer Music Corporation and 
the nine music publishers who settled 
cut of court recently when Richmond- 
Mayer was suing the MDS and its 
members. 

Justice Wasservogel opined that in 
view of the stipulations made at the 
time the nine publishers settled out of 
court, leaving MDS and other publisher 
members to continue as defendants, that 
Richmond-Mayer also took its chances 
when it waived a jury trial and accepted 
a fixed sum in damages and also waived 
the right of appeal. These agreements, 
the court pointed out, were to the effect 
that the ultimate decision of Federal 
Judge Bryant should not in any way 
affect the contracts then being made 
between Richmond-Mayer and the nine 
music publishers who paid a total set- 
tlement fee of over $50,000. 


The action now before him, Judge 
Wasservogel said, was ah attempt to 
affect those previous contracts and in 
his opinion the stipulations made at the 
time were a bar to the present action. 

Thus the nine publishers who settled 
out of court will not receive their money 
back, and at this time there is only a 
remote possibility that the MDS will 
appeal the case to the Appellate Division. 

As it stands now the MDS will have 
to call a meeting of its stockholders and 
have the nine publishers who agreed 
not to appoint an exclusive selling 
agency vote to dissolve the MDS. 
Maurice Richmond, head of MDS, who 
recently formed his own jobbing house, 
will continue to be sole selling agent 
for those music houses who still want 


the benefit of a central shipping and 
jobbing bureau. There are about 20 
publishers who are still members of the 
MDS and who are retaining their right 
to appoint a sole selling agency. 

The action dismissed by Justice Was- 
servogel, which sought to restrain the 
nine music publishers from carrying 
cut their pacts made with Richmond- 
Mayer, was more or less a friendly suit 
by the MDS against the music men 
end if it was won would have resulted 
in the MDS resuming its business with 
the nine leading publishers, giving it 
sole sales rights. Current status makes 
it possible for Richmond-Mayer to buy 
direct from the nine publishers involved 
without buying thru the MDS.

NBC AGREES WITH THE NRA 


Finds Its Rate Card Holds Minor 
Violation of the Industry Code 


Phrase “available only as a group” goes off the card 
after May 25—will continue to sell groups and chains 
as usual—no announcement being made 


a 

NEW YORK, May 21.—Discovery by the National Broadcasting Company sales 
department of a minor technical inconsistency in its rate card which is not in 
accordance with the NRA Broadcasting Industry Code will result in the phrase 
“available as a group only” being removed from the NRA rate card, effective May 25. 
In order to avoid possible confusion, NBC sales department is not sending out any 
special info anent the matter, but is informing its sales staff accordingly. Altho off- 
hand it would seem that this would be a further help and give impetus to the recent- 


ly formed Lccal Sales plan, Roy C. Witmer, 
operations head of the sales department, 
informs the sales staff that the removal 
of the clause from the rate cards does 
not mean that NBC is letting down the 
bars on split networks or groups or eas- 
ing up in its selling of complete groups 
and networks. 

NBC holds that the inability of various 
stations to shift local accounts as well 
as the fact that many clients have no 
needs of covering certain territory, has 
naturally resulted in the selling of nu- 
merous split groups and some split basic 
networks. According to the code these 
split groups and networks are technical 
violations. The phrase “available as a 
group only” has been on the NBC rate 
cards since its inception. 

Rate card of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System uses the “available as a group 
only” phrase cn its basic network of 22 
stations “after 8 p.m. only.” Also the 
Florida and Pacific Coast groups are avail- 
able only as groups since individual sta- 
tions in these groups would make entire 
wire charges too expensive to be practical. 
Otherwise the CBS groups and its basic 
supplementary group are available indi- 
vidually with the basic network. CBS 
sales department originally sold its groups 
solid until lately. To date the CBS de- 
partment has no knowledge of any con- 
templated rate card change in language. 


NBC Sales Switches 


National Broadcasting Company’s sales 
department is making a few changes this 
week which involve the different duties 
of three members of the department. 

John H. Bachem, of the Eastern Sales 
Department, has been made assistant to 
Donald S. Shaw, Eastern sales manager, 

F. E. Spencer, of the NBC Local Sales, 
assumes new duties of working with 
Bachem and Shaw on the co-ordination 
of electrical transcription and local sales 
for the Eastern sales division. 

James V. McConnell has been assigned 
to assist Edgar Kobak, vice-president in 
charge of sales, and Roy C. Witmer, oper- 
ating head for all NBC sales divisions. 
McConnell will function as an operating 
assistant co-ordinating the activities of 
all NBC sales divisions and its contact 
with other NBC departments. 


Holman Again NBC; 
With WBZ. WBZA 


NEW YORK, May 21.—J6hn A. Holman 
is back in the National Broadcasting 
fold after being associated for several 
months with George F. McClelland in 
organizing a new radio network. Holman 
goes to New England as manager of Sta- 
tions WBZ and WBZA. Walter E. Meyers, 
who had charge of the outlets in addi- 
tion to his duties as sales manager for 
the territory, will be the NBC national 
sales head in New England. 

Holman from 1924 to 1926 was with 
the American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company as manager of its broadcasting 
department, which was then WEAF. 
When NBC was organized in 1926 he 
remained with ATT and since then was 
in various spots. Originally he was an 
Ohio Bell Telephone Company man.

Lombardo to NBC; 
Burns-Allen Renew 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Guy Lombardo 
and his band, for five years a Columbia 
Broadcasting System act, will move over 
to the National Broadcasting System 
July 9 on NBC’s commercial for the 
Plough Company, manufacturers of St. 
Joseph Aspirin and Penetro. At the 
same time George Burns and Gracie 
Allen, who with Lombardo have been 
sponsored for the last two and a half 
years by the General Cigar Company, 
have been renewed halfway thru 1935 
by the tobacco firm. 

Lombardo will replace the present set- 
up now used by the Plough Company, 
consisting of Vincent Lopez and his 
band; Ed Sullivan, Broadway columnist, 
the Four Minute Men and guest stars. 
When Lombardo takes over the spot it 
will move from a Wednesday to Monday 
time and just the aspirin will be plugged 
over the summer. 

Burns and Allen will celebrate three 
years for the same sponsor in January, 
1935. They leave the air for the sum- 
mer June 21 and sail for Europe soon 
after, returning in the fall. J. Walter 
Thompson agency handles the cigar ac- 
count, Lake-Spiro-Cohen, of Memphis, 
Tenn., the Plough ads. 


Selinger Manager of Chi 
NBC Artists’ Service 


CHICAGO, May 19.—Henry Selinger, 
veteran radio and advertising executive, 
has been appointed manager of the cen- 
tral division NBC artists’ service, in 
charge of program and talent sales. 

Selinger will leave this week for a 
month's vacation in Europe, returning 
to assume his duties at NBC about 
June 15. 


BBC Charter Changes; 


May Go Commercial 


LONDON, May 12.—Changes in 
the present situation regarding Brit- 
ish broadcasting are a definite pos- 
sibility. 

Charter given the British Broad- 
casting Corporation expires at the 
end of this year. Naturally, a new 
one must be issued, but that it will 
not be along the same lines as now 
obtain looks fairly certain. One 
reason is the public dissatisfaction. , 
Competent observers feel that com- 
mercial radio is possible. 


CBS Loew Bookings; 
Niesen Salary Jump 


NEW YORK, May 21.—Loew bookings 
for Columbia Broadcasting System’s Art- 
ist Bureau acts continue to favor the 
CBS singers. particularly Tito Guizar 
and Gertrude Niesen. The latter has 
nine weeks set, with several more lined 
up, and at a salary reputed to be climb- 
ing toward the $1,250 mark, a figure 
that was practically built up from zero 
compared to a little more than a year 
ago. 

Miss Niesen concludes her CBS Ex-Lax 
programs on June 18 and opens at 
Loew’s Paradise on June 22. Following 
that she plays Washington, Baltimore, 
Jamaica, Jersey City, Boston, Chicago 
and Detroit, with Philadelphia and At- 
lantic City now being set. 

Tito Guizar opens at the Century, 
Baltimore, on June 1 and follows with 
Boston, Providence, Chicago and Detroit, 
with Buffalo and other dates now being 
booked. Other CBS bookings include 
Morton Downey, opening for two weeks 
on May 24 at the Chez Paree, Chicago. 
Gypsy Nina, who joins the Jones and 
Hare Purity Bakeries show on WOR on 
May 25, opens at Loew’s State, this city, 
on June 1.

Penner Film in July 


NEW YORK, May 19. — Joe Penner 
leaves for the Coast early in July to 
make a feature picture for Paramount.

Wagner - Hatfield Amendment 
Dead; Radio Commish Assured 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—Passage of 
legislation under which creation of a 
communications commission of five mem- 
bers would be provided for, this com- 
mission to handle radio broadcasting, 
telegraph and telephone agencies, and to 
take over all functions of Federal Radio 
Commission, is expected shortly by the 
House of Representatives. The Dill 
(Washington) measure passed the Senate 
without trouble on May 15. Hearings by 
the House committee on interstate com- 
merce of the Rayburn bill have been con- 
cluded. Whether the House committee 
will substitute the Senate measure for 
the Rayburn bill or await the presenta- 
tion of the latter on the floor to har- 
monize differences between the two is 
as yet unsettled. 


Differences between the two measures, 
however, are not great, and little trouble 
is anticipated in composing them. The 
Wagner-Hatfleld amendment in the 
Senate, under which all radio broadcast- 
ing licenses would be canceled within the 
next six months, and all facilities then 
reallocated and with one-fourth of the 
same reserved for religious, educational 


and other non-profit-making associations. 
was defeated, 23 to 42. Whether an effort 
will be made to pass a like amendment 
in the House remains to be seen. This 
amendment was vigorously opposed by 
National Association of Broadcasters. 


Under the Senate bill the newly created 
commission would be directed to study 
and report to Congress next year on the 
need for additional legislation touching 
the allocation of a fixed percentage of 
broadcasting facilities for non-profit pur- 
poses or programs and for control of the 
telephone facilities. One amendment ac- 
cepted by Senator Dill, prior to Senate 
action on the measure, would require the 
commission to distribute broadcasting 
licenses in such a way that no one 
licensee or broadcasting chain would be 
able to “monopolize or exercise dominant 
control over the broadcasting facilities of 
any community, city or State or over the 
country as a whole.” 

There is comment as to the effect this 
amendment would have, if finally made 
a part of the measure, on a radio set- 
up such as that in Washington. One 
chain has two large stations here. 


Straw Vote Gadget 
Will Be Marketed 


NEW YORK, May 19. — Negotiations 
are under way whereby the radio voting 
machine invented by Dr. Nevil M. Hop- 
kins, college professor, will be placed on 
the market next fall. Invention is a 
gadget whereby radio listeners can ex- 
press approval or disapproval of pro- 
grams. 

Last month a test vote was conducted 
over WOR as a forerunner of radio vot- 
ing potentialities. It was conducted 
simply by asking listeners to increase 
for a few seconds the amount of electric 
current in use in their houses by turn- 
ing on another light. At that time, 
when the test was made without the 
actual apparatus, results were highly 
satisfactcry, it was claimed. 


Present plans call for two methods. 
First will be a gadget used simply to 
plug in electric outlets. Other will be 
a radio set with the voting machine 
made an integyal part of the receiving 
set. Former will sell for about $10, ac- 
cording to information. 


Results of the votes will be made thru 
utility companies, since votes, taken at 
specific times, will increase wattage used 
and the device is claimed to be able to 
gauge the number of votes thru this 
increase as compared to the normal cur- 
rent used. 


Any general acceptance of Dr. Hop- 
kins’ machine would constitute an im- 
portant change in radio from the angle 
of surveys as now taken. There is no 
slirvey taken under present conditions 
that can claim to get anywhere near a 
complete coverage, altho the Crossley 
report is highly regarded.

MONTREAL, May 21.—The Canadian 
Performing Rights Society, Ltd., has se- 
cured in the Superior Court a temporary 
injunction restraining the Ford Hotel 
from allowing to be produced over some 
750 radio sets in hotel rooms seven songs 
of which the society owns the copyright. 


The action is the first of its kind 
taken in Montreal affecting radio receiv- 
ing sets. It raises a broad question as to 
the right of public institutions to “sell” 
as part of their accommodations enter- 
tainment over the radio for which they 
have not paid the fee required by copy- 
right owners.

Radio Actors Fail To See Equity

within broadcasters’ ranks. Certain radio 
execs are charged with being distinctly 
set against any actors’ code and any 
moves toward arriving at one. 


Absolutely nothing appears to have 
been accomplished recently toward the 
actors’ air code. That covers all fields, 
the Code Advisory Board, the National 
Association of Broadcasters and Actors’ 
Equity Association. It likewise includes 
the younger group of actors who ap- 
peared for a while to be in a particularly 
good spot in the way of organizing the 
radio field. Equity has more or less let 
the entire situation remain in the status 
quo since it prepared its survey of the 
radio field and communica with the 


NAB regarding certain phases Equity 
felt should be included when the NAB 
made a survey of its own field for the 
purpose of getting —_ for a code, if 
and when.

| New Song Tips 


‘Nothing Matters But You’ 


For-trot. By Jeanne Kaye, Sam 
Meltzer and Lu C. Bender. Published by 
Roy Music Publishing Co., New York. 

If the conventions are to be pursued 
in the songwriting industry and the 
public occasionally indorses a number 
that is not even far removed from the 
ordinary that is nobody’s business. Be- 
cause to quote a time-honored slogan 
(and it seems apropos here) “nothing 
succeeds like success.” Recent Tin Pan 
Alley history has proved that the unex- 
pected is likely to happen in the music 
business as well as in any other game, as 
attested by recent hits that were doomed 
te the discard of oblivion soon after 
they were written. Here we have a work 
that is obvious in theme, construction 
and the customary “wedding” of essen- 
tial melody. Contorted, distorted and 
disguised so often, one wonders why 
someone has had the courage to attempt 
even a so-called new twist which is not 
cbvious here. Evidently it is the human 
eppeal back of it all that causes the 
ambitious lyricist and musician to 
traverse the road where sometimes even 
angels fear to tread. 

The swing is there. smoothness in the 
“words” is apparent end the usual rules 
have been followed in construction. 
Brevity further has been observed. Still 
after all is said and done one wonders 
if the effort is worth while. Seemingly 
those interested nave gone to the ex- 
pense of bringing the work to life on 
their own, which after all is commend- 
able when especially backing one’s own 
opinion with time and money. 


“Kissing Games” 


By Maurice Sigler, Al Goodhart and Al 
Hoffman. Published by F. B. Haviland 
Publishing Co., New York. 


From the angle of jingle and un- 
escapable retentiveness little fault can 
be found with the mechanics of this 
number. There is a bucolic treatment 
of the rhythm, with the suspicion that 
it was originally intended as a composi- 
tion expounding a rural theme, one 
of those song and dance instrumenta- 
tions one might expect and find in the 
repertoire of carpet-bag characteriza- 
tions of a distant prosperous vaudeville 
era. Set to a modern lyric, if takes on 
an entirely different trend. with a cinch 
that lovers of lively stepping will go for 
it and maestri, important and less so, 
gladly meeting each request. Another 
winning factor is the opportunity to in- 
corporate in the orchestration innings of 
individual interpretation. And _ that 
means a shifting from the still surviving 
fox-trot to other popular tempos of the 
moment. 

The writers advocate games in which 
osculation plays the chief part rather 
than those pastimes which come under 
the caption of tennis, baseball and other 
outdoor sports. With a few facetious 
touches here and there in the lyric, a 
leaning toward intenaed comedy sup- 
plies the requisite continuity without 
resorting to the double-entendre which 
the theme invites and which has been 
avoided in this instance,

will be supplied as needed. Your co- 
operation will be appreciated by the 
commission.” 

A further statement by the commission 
says: 

“Whenever statements occur in com- 
mercial announcements which appear to 
be false and misleading, or otherwise con- 
stitute an unfair method of competition 
in commerce, notices will be sent both 
to the advertiser and the radio station 
broadcasting the advertising, with the 
view of effecting a stipulation under 
which the advertiser and the broadcaster 
agree to cease and desist from the prac- 
tices complained of. Execution of such a 
stipulation would end the case. However, 
should such compliance not be effected, 
the case would then proceed thru a pub- 
lic hearing, with arguments before the 
commission, decision by the commission 
and perhaps appeal to the courts. 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Network execu- 
tives do not expect to experience any 
Gcifficulties in regard to the new ruling of 
the FTC. As a rule advertising and even 
material used by artists are scrutinized 
carefully as well as song lyrics, they 
pointed out. However, the flood of ad 
copy from indie stations, it is belteved, 
will be the real work ahead of the FTC 
staff. 

Officially, to date, no direct word has 
been received from any member of the 
FTC by the networks commercial depart- 
ments and these have not done anything 
as yet toward arranging to submit ad 
copy in advance.

CHICAGO, May 19.—The biggest event 
of the year in Chicago's night club his- 
tory took place last night when Andy 
Rebori’s Cascades—-the old Auditorium 
Theater remade into a dine and dance 
spot on the European order—opened with 
an elaborate preview for the benefit of a 
local institution. 


The main auditorium and two tiers of 
boxes of the historic old theater that 
formerly housed the Chicago Civic Opera 
Company now have dining tables where 
formerly there were theater seats, and 
the huge stage has been transformed 
into a picturesque grotto with synthetic 
waterfalls cascading down the back- 
ground—the place taking its neme, the 
Cascades, from this background. Al- 
coves flanking either side of the stage 
contain orchestras—a jazz outfit on one 
side and a string group on the other. 
The entire interior of the auditorium 
has been beautifully done over and the 
main floor has been terraced, giving all 
diners an excellent view of everything 
that goes on. A broad runway has been 
built from stage far out into the audi- 
torium. A part of the new stage equip- 
ment is a sizable pool which is revealed 
when a section of the stage floor is re- 
moved and which is used for diving ex- 
hibitions and also as a setting for a 
part of the show. 


The show presented was in three parts. 
The first was a series of unrelated num- 
bers that included a Dance of the 
Flames, featuring Alta Warsawska; 
Cigaret Dance, led by Bernice Holmes; 
a tap dance by two colored boys; the 
Duncan Sisters in a burlesque on the 
quartet from Rigoletto. Part two was

Loud Protests Over 
Mich. Garden Ruling 


LANSING, Mich. May 19. — Garden 
proprietors, musicians and entertain- 
ment groups here and thruout the State 
are voicing loud protests over the re- 
cent ban on dancing and entertainment 
in what the State iiquor commission 
terms “small gardens.” 


The ban affects any gardens that have 
less than 3,000 square feet of floor ac- 
commodations for patrons, and as a re- 
sult has virtually forced scores of 
Michigan establishments out of business 
with large losses. 


It is unofficially estimated that over 
500 musicians end entertainers will have 
lost their jobs. Many gardens thruout 
Michigan, elabor tely decorated and 
equipped, with as much as 2,800 square 
feet of floor space. adequate enough to 
accommodate capacity crowds of 250 per- 
sons, have felt the “iron hand” ruling, 
without being granted a second hearing 
in the matter.

Paradise runs toward the heavy side 
of things in its price scale, but a long 
and lengthy floor show, with pretty 
much the stuff the customers want 
comprising it, helps make up. That 
means plenty of strip and plenty of 
cooch. They get it. 

Peter Higgins, tenor, is getting the top 
billing at the Paradise since last week, 
following in Morton Downey, who, in 
his first local night-club work, did all 
right. And Higgins, likewise, clicks. Only 
point to raise with this singer is to 
question why he uses the p.-a. system. 
It must be the radio influence in things, 
but Higgins certainly has a robust 
enough voice to warrant singing au 
naturel. As a matter of fact, the mike 
gives him a lower timbre than he actual. 
ly possesses. When caught Higgins, do- 
ing pops and then request Irish ballads, 
had to beg off. 


Paradise chorus is pretty good look- 
ing and hard working, while the show- 
girls include several nifties. They're 
on and off steadilv, in a waltz number, 
carioca, taps and so forth. Joyce Cole 
and Jackie Reese are the ballroom duo. 
Good. An unbilled young lass does as 
low down a cooch as this reviewer has 
seen. Peanuts Callaghan has a solo spot 
with a tap routine. Ken Harvey, at the 
banjo, clicked, first with straight num- 
bers and then the train novelty. An- 
other unbilled girl does the gilded act, 
doing a nifty contortion number. Ex- 
cept for a G string, she’s stripped. An- 
other strip in the waltz, girls covering 
themselves solely with fans attached to 
their arms and the fans aren't always 
in place. Jack, Earl and Betty have a 
fast skating turn and swing a couple of 
the customers around for a good house- 
warming effect. Cole and Reese, with 
the girls, close in a fast carioca. N. T. G. 
introduces the acts. 

Paradise policy is a $2 and $3 mini- 
mum for week days and Saturdays, re- 
spectively.

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Bookers Guilty of Violating 
Code in Test Case by Actors 


AFA wins first case against Godfrey-Linder Office— 
Regional Compliance Board orders $125 paid to act— 
decision a precedent on booker liability 
& » 
NEW YORK, May 21.—The first booking office to be convicted of buying an act 
under the minimum set by the vaude code is the George Godfrey-Jack Linder 
office. Godfrey and Linder were ordered Thursday by the Regional Compliance 
Board to pay $125 to the act as the unpaid portion of salary for a date at the Folly, 
Brooklyn, recently. Ralph Whitehead, secretary of the American Federation of 
Actors, appeared before the board in behalf of AFA members of the act. He accused 
the bookers of issuing a four-people contract to the Sanami and Michi Night in the 


Orient act, altho the act really had 10 
people. The bookers, testifying before 
Roland Morgan and Lawrence Kramer, 
said they had not interpreted the code 
clauses aS Whitehead had. They said 
that John C. Flinn, secretary of the film 
Code Authority, had told them some time 
ago that their interpretation of certain 
clauses was okeh. However, after hearing 
the board’s decision, they promised to 
watch the code carefully and give no 
further cause for complaints. 

Morgan said after the hearing that 
his office has been receiving scores of 
complaints of violations of the vaude 
code. Practically all are anonymous and 
therefore difficult to prosecute. However, 
he said, “The vaudeville code is going to 
be enforced if it’s the last thing I do.” 

The decision against Godfrey and 
Linder is significant because it sets a 
precedent as to the booker’s liability 
when offering under-code salaries. Book- 
ers have claimed up to now that they 
were not responsible as they were only 
middlemen and that the theater owner 
was the legal employer of the act. 

In this particular case, the AFA first 
Won a decision against the owner of the 
act, forcing him to pay code salary to 
an AFA member of the act. Then it 
turned to the bookers and won another 
decision, forcing them to pay full code 
salaries to the owner of the act. 


Tucker Steals 


Command Show 


LONDON, May 19.—It was left to 
Sophie Tucker to grab the honors of the 
14th Royal Performance, and the fifth of 
the series at the Palladium, Tuesday 
night. Unheralded, Sophie came on in 
the concluding In Town Tonight fea- 
ture, led by Jack Hylton’s Band, and 
sang Louisville Lady and Some of These 
Days and registered the only show-stop 
in the 15 items on the program. 

The setting was splendid, with King 
George and Queen Mary and other mem- 
bers of the English royal family in- 
tently watching the entire show from 
their box. America did very well, as 
four of the five major hits were scored 
by American acts. Next to Miss Tucker’s 
triumph came that of the Three Sailors, 
who scored sensationally with their 
nevel and irresistible mayhem. They 
got the biggest laughs of the evening, 
especially from the royal box. Next as 
a hit came Henry Hall and the British 
Broadcasting Corporation Band, the first 
time on any stage. Kafka Stanley and 
Mae Four were a solid success and their 
applause was terrific. Other American 
hit was that of the Mills Brothers. in 
at the last minute. With the exception 
of Chilton and Thomas, who appeared at 
a like function at the Palladium in 1930, 
the Mills Brothers are the first colored 
performers to play a Command Perform- 
ance. Jack Hylton’s Band, used as a 
background for the finale, was up to 
standard, but some of the English head- 
lining comedians were disappointing. 
Honors for English comedy went to Mur- 
ray and Mooney. The Three Bonos, in- 
ternational clowns and acrobats, made a 
fine showing. 

Receipts for the show totaled $26,000.

Loew doesn’t run any, 
but most of the indie circuits try the 
amateur nights spasmodically. 

The increase of amateur nights is 
credited by some to the vaude code, 
which raised the budget too high for 
vaude in some indies. These same in- 
dies use amateur nights as a cheap sub- 
stitute for vaude without coming under 
the code. As for RKO, the amateur 
nights, costing each house around $40, 
have been consistent business getters. 

RKO now runs amateur nights at the 
Hamilton, 125th Street, Regent, 23d 


Street, Bushwick, Greenpoint, Kenmore, 
Madison, Frospect, Orpheum, Chester, 
Franklin and Royal hfre, and also the 
Strand, Far Rockaway; Keith-Albee, 
Flushing; Capitol, Trenton, and Capitol, 
Union City. 

The bulk of the alleged amateur 
nights, which are played by many pro- 
fessional acts out of desperation, are 
booked by David Stern. Will Green, 
Stern’s former partner, and Irving Bar- 
rett also specialize in that field. 

The current drive by the license de- 
partment to force theaters to take out 
proper licenses for stage shows has 
forced quite a few houses using amateur 
nights to drop them. In such cases 
the theater was equipped with a plat- 
form inadequate and unsafe for regular 
shows. 


Chi Booking 
More Vaude 


Steady increase in dates is 
noted—eight full weeks 
out of town

CHICAGO, May 19.—A of the 
vaude booking situation here reveals 
that there is more playing time in, 
around and out of Chicago than there 
has been in a long time. At present 
there are three full weeks here, not in- 
cluding the Palace and Chicago theaters, 
and eight full weeks out of town. Other 
stands are three houses playing bills on 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday; four 
playing Saturday and Sunday; two 
playing Saturday only, and 14 playing 
Sunday only. Besides these dates, there 
is an out-of-town house playing two 
splits a week, a local neighborhood 
house playing three splits a week and a 
circuit of small-town theaters offering 
two consecutive weeks of one and two- 
night stands in Mlinois. 

The William Morris Agency books the 
Criental and Marbro, Chicago, and 
Riverside, Milwaukee, full weeks; Up- 
town, Harding and Capitol, Chicago, Fri- 
day, Saturday and Sunday: Stratford, 
Chicago, and Parthenon, Hammond, Ind., 
Saturday and Sunday; Belmont, Cen- 
tury, Congress, Norshore, Sénate, Termi- 
nal and Tower, Chicago, Sunday only. 
It also books the Southtown and 
Tivoli, Chicago, with occasional shows, 
the spots being full week and Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday, respectively. 

The Billy Diamond office has the 
State-Lake, Chicago; Princess, Nashville, 
Tenn., and Tower, Kansas City, all full 
weeks; Academy, Chicago, three splits a 
week; Roseland-State, Chicago, Saturday 
and. Sunday, and the Oriental, Milwau- 
kee, Sunday only. Diamond also books 
the Orpheum, Memphis, and National, 
Louisville, with units occasionally, both 
Places being full-week stands. 

On Dick Bergen’s RKO books are the 
Grand, Cincinnati, and Colonial, Dayton, 
full weeks; Kedzie, Chicago, Saturday 
and Sunday, and the Ritz, Chicago, 
Sunday only. Bergen also spot books 
several of the Great States houses and 
the Singer Iowa circuit with special 
shows. The Frank Gladden office has 
the Lyric, Indianapolis, and Rivoli, To- 
ledo, full weeks; Paramount, Hammond, 
Ind., Saturday and Sunday; Arcadia, St. 
Charles, Ill., and State, Sandusky, O., 
Sunday only, and Opera House, Ashland, 
O., Saturday only. 

Schallmann Bros. took the Wisconsin, 
Milwaukee, and the Strand, Cincinnati, 
full weeks; Orpheum, Madison, Wis., two 
splits a week; Atlantic and Midwest, 
Chicago, Sunday only. Thomas Sacco 
has the Admiral, Chicago, Sunday only. 
The Davis & Davis Agency has two con- 
secutive weeks of one and two-night 
dates in small Illinois towns, all no more 
than 50 miles apart. Units of four acts 
open in Peru, Ill., and travel the entire 
route intact.

Counsel asks them to hold

NEW YORK, May 21. — The United 
Producers and Directors’ Association, 
whose membership consists of the vaude 
producers, will hold its meeting this 
week at the request of Edward C. Raft- 
ery, of O’Brien, Driscoll & Raftery, its 
counsel. The principal purpose of the 
meeting is to climb aboard the Clarence 
Darrow band wagon in an attempt to 
reopen the motion picture code for re- 
visions. 

It is understood that, in view of all 
the disturbance created by Darrow in 
his attack on the code, the vaude pro- 
ducers are intending to set up a squawk 
for revisions of the vaude section of the 
code. The producers were responsible 
for the Code Authority holding a public 
hearing on vaude and appointing a spe- 
cial committee to draft a report to be 
submitted to Division Administrator Sol 
Rosenblatt. 

The report so far has not been given 
consideration, and the Code Authority 
has laid the whole matter in the lap of 
Rosenblatt. Only action taken was the 
appointment of a separate committee 
for vaude, but the committee has not 
as yet gone into session, even tho it 
was appointed close on to a month ago. 

Producers have been gathering among 
themselves and decrying the vaude con- 
ditions. They are lamenting both the 
code and the unwillingness of the cir- 
cuits to pitch in and help bring back 
vaude. It is their cry that there are no 
showing or break-in houses and even the 
better houses are limited to “names” 


Roxy, N. Y., and 
F&M Have Tiff 


NEW YORK, May 19.—The Roxy Thea- 
ter is angling to reduce its flesh budget 
for the summer, but the move is meet- 
ing with the opposition of F&M Stage- 
shows, which threatens to turn in its 
notice if that happens.

Just another Palace bill this week, 
with Vic Oliver, as usual when he ap- 
pears here, bolstering up the batting 
average considerably.

The Honey Family opens after an ex- 
cellent overture from Dave Mordecai 
and the pit crew, with Mordecai’s swell 
brass section showing up to good advan. 
tage. The Honeys still live up to their 
name; they’re one of the best openers 
in the business. The scattered spec- 
tators gave them a good hand all the 
way and a nice sendoff. 

Bill Aronson, another imitator of radio 
stars, holds down second spot. He has 
a pleasant personality and his takeoffs 
are okeh, but he’s harmed by the flood 
of similar acts. It’s getting so that 
bills without radio imitators are scarcer 
than bills with them. Some of Aron- 
son’s material is satirically amusing and 
some of it’s pretty bad. 

Dick and Edith Barstow still score 
with their dance act, an unbilled singer 
holding down the change waits. The 
turn ends with the amazing toe tap up 
and down a flight of stairs, which pulled 
down the house—at least what there 
was of a house. 

Vic Oliver, with Margot Crangle lend- 
ing her valuable assistance, is in next- 
to-shut. It must be getting monotonous 
for Oliver to score show-stops at the 
Palace. The insane chatter and the 
excellent piano playing go over, as 
always, for all they're worth—and if it 
wasn't strictly a show-stop at the show- 
ing caught, that was only because the 
customers couldn’t stop the show, prob- 
ably being outnumbered by the actors. 
Oliver cracked about the sparse attend- 
ance in his thank-you spiel, which 
wasn’t the wisest thing he could have 
done.

The house troupe, which is the back- 
bone of any Roxy stage show, plus four 
acts, put on a nice stage entertainment 
this week in support of The Black Cat 
(Universal) on the screen. Pix is adver- 
tised as based on the Edgar Allen Poe 
story. Connection is about as strong as 
that between The Merchant of Venice 
and Abie’s Irish Rose. Both plays have 
a Jewish character prominent: the Poe 
story and the present picture have a 
black cat. This sort of thing should be 
stopped. It’s false and misleading ad- 
vertising, untruthful and bound to get 
violently antagonistic reactions from all 
of the many thousands who happen to 
know the Poe yarn. 

The stage layout does much to do 
away with the ill effect.

Philadelphia Hits Poorest 


Season in the Last Deeade 


a 
Total number of attractions only 63—30 tryouts spell 
doom of season—longest run was four weeks in two 
engagements—Wee & Leventhal stock helps 


a 
PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—With the Philadelphia legit season due to close 
after next week, the year’s statistics reveal it to be the worst year in the decade in 
point of production, response and general quality. Season was abruptly fore- 
shortened when the Shuberts decided to call quits on their operetta try at the 
Forrest. The Only Girl was supposed tc remain for next week, but will close tonight 


to go to New York. Bitter Sweet, scheduled to follow, has been canceled, as have 


the other revivals. The total number of 
63. Fifty-nine were standard theater at- 
tractions, the remainder being such un- 
orthodox bookings as the Monte Carlo 
Ballet Russe, Cornelia Otis Skinner, The 
Romance of a Peonle and the Mask and 
Wig Show. This is the lowest figure in 
years, dropping from the 69 of last year 
and the 123 of the biggest season, 
1928-'29. 

Of the 59 shows, 30 were tryouts-—which 
indicates one of the reasons for poor local 
business. Philadelphia was unfortunate 
in the quality of the new shows sent here 
—and e@ quick succession of weak pro- 
ductions at the beginning of the year 
spelled the doom of the season. 


Of the 30 tryouts, only eight achieved 
any sort of Broadway success upon leav- 
ing here. They were Murder at the Vant- 
ties, As Thousands Cheer, The Pursuit of 
Happiness, Her Master’s Voice, Roberta, 
the Ziegfeld Follies, No More Ladies and 
Dodsworth. 

Even among these hits there were Phila- 
delphia failures, chiefly due to unreadi- 
ness at opening. Murder at the Vanities, 
the Follies and Roberta suffered particu- 
larly in this respect. 

Of the tryouts, 18 either never got to 
New York or closed soon after their Broad- 
Way premiere. indicating the general low 
quality. The remainder achieved medio- 
cre runs or, in one or two cases, have not 
yet opened on Broadway. 

Eleven shows of the year were either 
revivals or return engagements, leaving 
only 18 attractions which had a previous 
Broadway record to lend them substance. 
Indicating the dwindling of the road is 
the fact that only nine of these 18 were 
in any respect original productions. The 
remaining nine were second companies. 

The longest run of the vear was four 
weeks, achieved by Biography in three 
different engagements. It was here for 
two weeks with the original Guild pro- 
duction, and then .twice, for one week 
each time, with Irene Purcell in the Ina 
Claire rcle. 8S. N. Behrman was also the 
Playwright most often represented, with 
Biography, The Second Man and his 
short-lived Love Story. 

Of the total of 58 shows, 44 were 
straight plays and 15 were musicals. This 
is another drop from normal in musical 
production. The figures for 1928-’29, the 
boom year, show 76 dramatic and 47 mu- 
sical productions. 

A lifesaver toward the end of the sea- 
son, tho the point has been disputed by 
many local showmen, was the series of 
productions staged by Wee & Leventhal 
at the Broad and Erlanger theaters. 
Using the pit system, the 40-cent.pass and 
the two-for-one, these attractions won 
profit and were beneficial in drawing out 
a new audience to the theater. Both 
houses, which would otherwise have been 
dark, turned in respectable grosses and 
probably showed the year’s only profit.

PARIS, May 12.—After the melancholy 
crop of dramas dealing with crime, 
Politics and scandal Paris is at present 
enjoying a series of amusing farces and 
gay musical shows. 

Poking malicious fun at everybody 
and everything of importance in Paris, 
Rip’s latest revue, Oh! Pale-m’en! (Oh! 
Tell Me) is drawing the guffaws at 
the Michel. Usual Rip satire on current 
events. Also chalk up a big hit for the 
melodious score which Maurice Yvain 
provided, La Belle Histoire (The Beauti- 
ful Story), at the Madeleine. Book based 
on fairy tale is so-so, but music and 
lyrics put the show across. 


Les Soeurs Hortensias (Hortensia Sis- 
ters), at the Nouveautes, is a lengthy 
operetta, with book by Henri Duvernois 
and Andre Barde. Story based on re- 
semblance of two girls who, thru a series 
of farcical events, pair up in a sister 
dance act. Musical numbers by Raoul 
Moretti liven up the show. Mitzi- 
Mitzou, at the Capucines, is an operetta 
which is weak in comedy, plot and 
melody. 


The Palais-Royal has a surefire hit in 
La Belle Isabelle, by Georges Berr and 
Louis Verneuil. Unconventional farce, 
with dressmaking establishment as ex- 
cuse for’ spicy displays of manikins. 
Le Regne d’Adrienne (The Reign of 
Adrienne), by Paul Broch, at the 
Daunou, also uses dressmaking setting, 
but wit is a bit more seciate and story 
more romantic and dramatic. 

Liberte Provisoire (Temporary Lib- 
erty), by Michel Duran, at the Saint 
Georges, is a mixture of sex, petty crime 
and blackmail, starting out as melo and 
ending up in amusing farce. 


Heavier fare is offered at the Athenee 
in Rene Benjmin's Monsieur Fritz- 
Frantz Neumann. This is a_ serious 
study of the difference in temperament 
and character between the French and 
German people. A bit hard on the 
Germans, but an interesting play. Jean 
Cocteu, at the Comedie des Champs 
Elysees, presents his idea of the anc.ent 
myth of Oedipus under the modern title 
La Machine Infernal (The Infernal 
Machine). The high brows and snobs 
pretend to like it, but it’s still Greek 


The unexpected spring flood of plays is dribbling away to a thin trickle, summer 
stock companies are about to bud, the Players’ Club has done away with its annual 
revival, the Pulitzer Prize has been awarded, the annual fight over the Pulitzer Prize 
has been duly staged and all things point to the imminent end of the season. It 
wasn’t a bad season, as seasons go in these degenerate days. The theater—at least, 
some theaters—had a prosperous time of it, and tho the total number of shows 
produced has probably been less even than last year, the percentage of hits has cer- 
tainly gone up. The chances are that at least as much, if not more, money has passed 
across the box-office counters than in any other season since the bankers did their 
famous brodie almost five years ago. 

And with the season’s approaching end, the time has come, as the Walrus 
remarked, to talk of many things. Among them, your reporter’s annual and pleasant 
duty of thanking those players who made enforced attendance at the theaters an 
occasional pleasure—even, at times, when the plays they were in were hardly 
pleasurable. The last list of thank-yous came at Christmas time; this list concerns 
the players who have appeared since then. 

Space permits mention of only a few of them; there were more good perform- 
ances than usual. And, of course, this reporter can thank only those who appeared 
in shows that he saw. Thanks, then:

Are Suspended 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Equity coun- 
cil, at its regular *reetine last Tuesdey, 
suspended two members for six months 
each, Gavin Muir and Dovglas Gilmore. 
Muir was also fined $100 and Gilmore 
war socked for two weeks’ salary. 
Charges against both players were 
brought by Wee & Leventhal. 


Gilmore came up on charges that he 
was unable to fill his part in the second 
and third acts of East of the Sun in 
Philadelphia April 16. The allegation 
was supported by the Equity deputy of 
the company and by the other players 
Inability to play his part was result of 
his own actions. 

Muir’s six-month sentence, on the 
other hand, is in the nature of a re- 
prieve, since he was suspended indef- 
initely recently. Arose out of charges 
that he held up the final performance 
of Dangerous Corner in Washington on 
February 3 until 9:30, thus forcing the 
producers to refund $75 at the box of- 
fice. He refused to go on until W&L 
paid hirm $200 which he cleimed was due 
him in lieu of notice. Council at the 
time censured him. saying that instead 
he should have filed a claim, end or- 
dered him to repay the $200. When he 
failed to do so he drew the indefinite 
suspension. He has since sent his check 
for the amount to the association, which 
will turn it over to W&L

Hal Skelly made an excursion into the 
American past Tuesday night in a play 
called Come What May, written by Rich- 
ard FP. Flournoy and produced by Skelly 
at the Plymouth Theater. Mr. Flournoy 
set himself a simple but intriguing prob- 
lem: the tracing of one family of Homus 
Americanus thru the years, as always its 
members hope against hope for a day 
that will come, and as that day always 
manages to get itself postponed. into the 
more and more distant future. It is, if 
you care to boil it down, the life story 
of all of us. 


Mr. Flournoy’s thesis is intriguing— 
but the manner in which he works it 
out leaves something to be desired. Not 
that there is anything in particular 
wrong with his play; merely that it em- 
phasizes the simple home-spirit of its 
theme with a heavy accent upon all 
the obvious virtues, and that it also 
emphasizes to a certain extent the wars 
that came to the United States since 
1896. Those wars are necessary to the 
action, and it is certainly not Mr. Flour- 
noy’s fault that Noel Coward decided to 
write Cavalcade several years ago. But 
whether it’s Mr. Flournoy’s fault or not, 
Mr. Coward did write Cavalcade, and it’s 
Mr. Flournoy’s misfortune that Come 
What May seems in many of its se- 
quences merely a pale copy of the Eng- 
lish panoramic drama. What with that 
and its homely virtues, the play appears 
(to break into Belmont Park parlance) 


to be by Cavalcade out of House Beauti- - 


ful. And it’s certainly better than 
Channing Pollock's Sanford-and-Mer- 
tonish tale of the nobility of Jersey 
commuters. 


Chet Harrison and Eve Hayward marry 
after some difficulties caused by Eve’s 
father’s death, and the play details their 
long struggle against adversity, as Chet 
goes to the Spanish-American War, as a 
son is born, as Chet loses his job as 
typesetter when the new-fangled lino- 
type machines come in, as the son is 
killed in the First World War. Thru all 
the unhappiness and heartbreak the two

keep up their spirits, seeing always the 
mythical day that will some time dawn, 
when all their troubles will be at an 
end. The last scene clinches the irony 
of their little lives. Old and gray, sit- 
ting together in the arbor where first 
they courted, they think of their sav- 
ings safely stowed away in the bank and 
feel at last that their little bark is 
harbored safe from storm. The date is 
October, 1928. ; 


Naturally, in telling the slightly ironic, 
slightly sad and wryly comic tale of us 
all, Mr. Flournoy must needs stick to 
the expected and the usual. In so do- 
ing he necessarily sacrifices dramatic in- 
terest, since always his acticn comes as 
something already known. Most of us 
have lived it before. But, at the same 
time, he has a pleasant way of telling 
his story, and the sympathy with, rather 
than interest in, his characters does 
much to drum up an audience response. 


At times, as might be expected in a 
play covering 32 years, his action is 
abrupt and his characters and events be- 
come symbols rather than actualities. 
That is unfortunate, but unavoidable. 


Leo Bulgakov’s direction is at times 
highly effective—and at other times it 
seems to be thinking too much of Mr. 
Bulgakov’s success in resurrecting the 
American scene for One Sunday After- 
noon. At such moments the background 
is emphasized at the expense of the 
story, and the piece becomes a faded 
chromo bound in plush, discovered be- 
hind the camel-backed trunk in Aunt 
Jessie’s attic. But that is Mr. Bulga- 
kov’s fault rather than Mr. Flournoy’s. 

Hal Skelly is excellent as Chet, giving 
an amusing, sympathetic and effective 
performance thruout. Mary Philips, one 
of our grandest actresses, displays her 
great range and great ability as Eve, 
turning in a consistently and thoroly 
beautiful performance. Many young- 
sters are used to portray the children 
at various stages of their careers, and 
most of them are pretty good. The adult 
support, with the exception of Granville 
Bates, who does an excellent job as the 
old family doctor, is negligible.

For two and a half acts Rufus King’s 
Invitation to a Murder, which Ben Stein 
brought to the Masque Theater Thurs- 
day night, is a hair-raising and absorb- 
ing thriller (if you happen to like 
thrillers). For one-half of one act it 
is nothing of the sort. And it is Mr. 
King’s misfortune (Stein’s, too, for that 
matter) that the half act in question 
comes at the end of the play. It lets 
you down, after you have been lifted 
into the thin air of synthetic horror 
during the rest of the evening. 

There is nothing of Double Door’s 
realistic and believable psychology of 
twisted minds in Invitation to a Murder. 
Something of the sort is attempted with 
Lorinda Channing, mistress of the House 
of Channing, California overlords since 
the conquistadores, but it fails to come 
eff entirely. Invitation to a Murder 
relies on the unbelievable and weird, 
but it manages to be weird enough to 
satisfy the most rabid thrill seeker, at 
least for five-sixths of its course. Then 
when the fiendish manipulator of life 
and death enters into a debate with her 
chief dupe the interest sags for the first 
time. And it drops to zero when the 
denouement comes. Things build up 
strongly for that denouement all the 
way along, but Mr. King flubs it when 
he gets his big chance. The line of in- 
terest steadily rises, and then when you 
expect it to reach its peak it suddenly 
disappears. But at least for two and @ 


half acts the play sends shudders chas- 
ing over your anatomy and keeps you 
on the edge of your seat with excellently 
built-up suspense. 

Also the fiendish plot that the play 
tells is highly ingenious, even tho in- 
credible. It is a horror blighted and 
crafty scheme, which is more than can 
be said of most blood and thunder 
mechanations. 


There is no use telling precisely what 
it is; that would spoil interest in the 
play. Sufficient to say that the icily 
masterful, insanely family-proud Miss 
Channing finds that her life is threat- 
ened and forthwith sets out to kill the 
would-be murderer and at the same 
time divert all possible suspicion from 
her highly sanctified self. She almost 
succeeds, but in just what way you will 
have to visit the Masque to find out. 
It is clever and it has manifold macabre 
cvertones. 

Mr. Stein has gathered an excellent 
cast, altho that is something that the 
customers can’t suspect until the second 
act. Thruout the first the players over- 
emphasized obvious effects, tossed out 
their lines in sharp, staccato spurts 
until they sounded like radio static, and 
in general made Mr. King’s play seem 
far less real and far more stagey than 
they had to. Walter Abel was the only 
one exempt. He gave an effective and 
excellent portrayal thruout, sincere and 
honest. 

Gale Sondergaard’s statuesque beauty 
brought a note of added horror to Mr. 
King’s modern Borgia, and her acting, 
except in the first act, was melodra- 
matically effective. Humphrey Bogart 
turned in a good performance, and so 
did James Shelburne, while Jane Sey- 
mour made the most of the wise- 
cracking comedy relief. William Valen- 
tine overdid a silly-ass part, destroying 
a great deal of the first-act effect, and 
Daphne Warren Wilson was innocuous 
as what amounted to the heroine.

ALLIED TO MAKE PICTURES 


Plan 18 to 26 Features Per Year; 
Board To Make Definite Decision 


? 
Syracuse meeting demands elimination of block booking 
and cleaner pictures—claim dirt, not lack of money, 
keeps patrons away from theaters—new members sought 


SYRACUSE, May 19.—At the meeting here of 80 representatives of the Allied 
States Association of the Northeastern States it was practically decided to go into 
the production field. The tentative plan is to produce 18 to 26 features, the outlet 
to be in the approximate 8,000 Allied and independent exhibitors. Sidney Samuel- 
son, president of Allied, stated that if the organization definitely decides on produc- 
tion all pictures will be made from clean, wholesome stories and they will be chosen 
with an eye to box-office values. Exhibitors would be questioned as to the type of 


features best adapted to their respective 
houses and every effort would be made to 
eomply with the majority opinion. 

One of the speakers stated that the 
lack of patronage in theaters is not due 
entirely to the depressicn, but that mil- 
lions of former theatergoers are remain- 
ing away from the theaters fearing they 
will be confronted with dirty features. 
It was pointed out that if block booking 
were eliminated the exhibitor would be 
in a position to choose his own type of 
films and could get out of the red. 

The organization is opposed to any 
move to force a minimum box-office ad- 
mission price. 


Each State unit of Allied is now mak- 
ing a drive for membership and, accord- 
ing to Samuelson, the results are very 
encouraging. 


It was reported that Allied is now 
more firmly entrenched in the field than 
at any time in its history. Samuelson 
claims that each State unit of the or- 
ganization is functioning 100 per cent 
and the service rendered theater owners 
at large has been immeasurable. 


The hoard of directors of Allied meets 
in New York on June 13 and 14, at which 
time the matter of production will be 
definitely decided. 


N. O. Board Clamps 


Gag on Activities 


NEW ORLEANS, May 19.—Independ- 
ent owners of small theaters are much 
exercised over the resolution introduced 
at the first meeting of the code board 
by Norman Carter, an attorney, repre- 
senting the Saenger Amusement Com- 
pany, that all trade papers be refused 
news of the proceedings of the boards 
and that no information be given out 
locally. 


It is Carter’s intention that all news 
from New Orleans be released from the 
code office in New York City. Even ex- 
hibitors will not be allowed to sit in at 
the sessions. As the independents and 
the small exhibitors pay their share 
of the assessments for the maintenance 
of the boards they do not believe it right 
that only the chains or larger theaters 
should control the proceedings. 


Lawton Expands 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Stanley Lawton, 
operator of the George M. Cohan, a 
Broadway grind, has leased the Mecca 
and will establish a double-bill policy. 
He has also taken a lease on the Pros- 
pect, in the Bronx. It is his intention 
to add to his chain until it covers the 
entire metropolitan area. 


Another for Sparks 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., May 19. — Con- 
struction work has begun on the new 
$50,000 State Theater here near the site 
of the old building, which was destroyed 
by fire December 6. The State is a mem- 
ber of the Sparks organization. It is 
expected to be completed by October 1, 
according to present plans.

Move on To 
Can Sherman

Local 306 insurgents get 
Thomas indorsement-want 
investigation of funds 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Fireworks are 
about to pop in Local 306 Moving Pic- 
ture Machine Operators. It is under- 
stood that a strong group of insurgents 
are preparing to start ouster proceedings 
against the president, Harry Sherman, 
who succeeded Sam Kaplan to the post. 
The insurgent crowd has been working 
quietly among the members and is un- 
derstood to have increased the number 
to the point where it can demand the 
resignation of Sherman. 


Norman Thomas, well-known Socialist, 
has indorsed the “progressive” group. 


“Here is a union of 1,800 members 
which is not growing in strength or 
power,” Thomas said. ‘These members 
pay from 12 to 20 per cent of their 
wages in dues and assessments. The 
president and chief organizer gets a sal- 
ary of $20,000 a year, which removes him 
from the class he is supposed to serve.” 


Thomas declared that Sherman has 
made “very unsatisfactory” explanations 
of some items in the total of $1,000,000 
in union funds expended in the last 
year. Sherman, like Wolinsky, Thomas 
charged, has worked at times for the 
employers. 


“The entire situation requires investi- 
gation and every possible effort to 
strengthen the rank and file in their 
fight to make their organization a genu- 
ine and aggressive labor union and not 
a racket,” Thomas’ statement concluded. 

The annual convention of the IATSE 
will be held in Louisville on June 4, at 
which time it is expected concrete ac- 
tion will be taken for a general house- 
cleaning. 


Detroit Censor Says Churches 


Unqualified To Pass on Films 


DETROIT, May 19.—The need of any 
private censorship of films, beyond what 
is already done by the industry itself 
and by the official boards in the various 
States and cities, was denied this week 
by Lieutenant Royal Baker, Detroit po- 
lice censor, in answer to the current 
campaign of the Catholic Church to se- 
cure direct effect upon film producers 
“at the source.” 

“It is all right for the church to make 
rules and set standards for its own mem- 
bers, any religion has the right to do 
that,” Baker said. “But when other 
churches are invited to enter the cam- 
paign and the attempt is made to set 
up a private censorship of films for 
everyone—which is what the objective 
of controlling film standards thru the 


production offices would amount to— 
that is going too far. 

“What is immorality to one person is 
not so to another. Standards of taste 
and even immoral custom—for morals 
are customs—change from year to year. 
We cannot set up a national standard. 
Any group, religious or otherwise, can 
set its rules for its own members, but 
they have no right to interfere with 
what another person shall see so long as 
gross offense is not committed.

Indies Will Sue Majors 


For Right To Show Double Bills 


PHILADELPHIA, May 19.—A group of 
Philadelphia independent exhibitors will 
soon launch a civil suit in the courts 
to compel six of the major distributing 
companies—Fox, United Artists, MGM, 
RKO, Warners and Paramount—to prove 
their right to insert a clause in their 
contracts forbidding double-featuring in 
this territory. 

Case is outgrowth of action taken by 
the Grand and Jackson theaters, owned 
by Jay Emanuel, against the Venice The- 
ater, owned by Charles Stiefel, before the 
Grievance Board of the code committee. 
Emanuel claimed Fox and U. A. permit- 
ted Venice to double-feature while deny- 
ing him the privilege. 

The board threw out the case, stating 
it had no jurisdiction. The independent 
exhibitors, retaining B. M. Golder, for- 
mer Congressman and well known in 


local film circles, as counsel, will launch 
an attack against the double-feature 
clause in the courts. The Emanuel case 
was the first heard by the Grievance 
Board. It was started last week and 
continued to this week. 

On Wednesday the zoning and clear- 
ance board handed down its first deci- 
sion, reallotting the zoning regulations 
in the Philadelphia, Norristown and 
Bridgeport areas. Case was brought by 
a Bridgeport independent against the 
Norristown theaters, claiming their 42 
days’ clearance to be excessive. The 
board gave Philly first-runs 28 days’ 
clearance over Norristown first-runs, 
which in turn got 28 days over the 
second-runs on their territory. The lat- 
ter got seven days’ clearance over subse- 
quent runs, thus reducing the maximum 
clearance to 35 days. 


Michigan Reopenings 
Are Greatest in Year 


DETROIT, May 19. — Reports of 19 
theaters reopening in a month, with 
only one closing, were issued this week 
in a compilation by the Detroit Film 
Board of Trade. This is the longest list 
of openings in more than a vear. In 
addition, two new theaters were reported 
at Saginaw and at Wyandotte. 

Nine of the reopenings were in Detroit, 
while the others were well scattered thru 
Michigan. Two were definitely due to 
summer business, the Orpheum and the 
Temple at Mackinac Island being opened 
by Tillie Bird. Both houses expect to do 
great business this summer from the 
crowds being drawn by Michigan’s new 
Historical Fair, which is scheduled to be 
an annual affair hereafter. 


Chi Code Authority 
Settles Grievances 


CHICAGO, May 19. -—- Two grievances 
against the Jefferson Theater, Goshen, 
Ind., were settled this week by the Code 
Authority of the motion picture indus- 
try here. J. Czigany, of the New Circle, 
Goshen, complained that the Jefferson 
was running Tango Nights, which they 
admitted, and said they would stop if 
the suit were withdrawn. 


A. Robinson, of the Lincoln, Goshen, 
complained that the Jefferson had over- 
bought on product for this season and 
that they faced tthe threat of the same 
position this year and wanted protection. 
The determination of Judge Harry H. 
Porter, NRA code representative of the 
government, was that upon the evidence 
submitted on the complaint the Jeffer- 
son was advised not to contract for 
1934-’35 product in excess of their re- 
quirements for the operation of their 
theater in accordance with their estab- 
lished policy. 


Catholic Drive in 


Detroit Harmless 


DETROIT, May 19.—Public reaction to 
the campaign among Catholics to boy- 
cott all movies alleged to offend “de- 
cency or morality” has been slight, ac- 
cording to exhibitors who were inter- 
viewed this week. There are 350,000 sig- 
natures to the pledge in Detroit and the 
Detroit Council Churches took active 
steps this week to follow the Catholic 
lead. 


No exhibitors were apparently finding 
any direct response from patrons, and 
the pledge was generally construed as 
an empty formality. Exhibitors general- 
ly declined to comment for publication, 
for obvious business reasons, and stated 
they were prepared to tell patrons that 
they offered the co-operation of their 
theaters to the drive, while privately 
acknowledging that the routine of film 
booking was such that no effective con- 
trol could be exercised.

Russia To Borrow

NEW YORK, May 19.—V. A. Usievitch, 
chief of the Soviet motion picture bu- 
reau, arrived in New York this week and 
during his stay he is going to try to 
interest American producers in sending 
our players to Russia in order to help 
build up Soviet pictures. He says his 
government is going to enter pictures 
in a big way and will appropriate %500,- 
000 for each feature. 

He stated that there are now 32,000 
picture houses in Russia, of which 2,000 
are wired for sound. He expects to see 
sound in all the houses within a reason- 
able length of time. 

The only American feature shown in 
Russia this year has been Cabin in the 
Cotton, a Warner picture. 


War in New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS, May 19.—A subse- 
quent-run trade war with United The- 
aters on one side and the independents 
on the other is expected to break short- 
ly as the result of the offensive taken 
by the Plaza in running a double-fea- 
ture bill for 5 cents. Other houses here 
may follow suit as product gets tighter 
for the independents. Drop in business 
all over has majority of exhibitors in an 
angry mood, ready to fight for the least 
excuse. 


General Johnson Names 
Mrs. Brokaw to Campi 


NEW YORK. May 19.—Mrs. Clare 
Boothe Brokaw has been appointed 
second government representative of 
the Code Authority. She was named 
this week by General Hugh Johnson. 
Soi Rosenblatt is the first repre- 
sentative and a third is yet to be 
appointed. 

Mrs. Brokaw was former man- 
aging editor of “Vanity Fair” and is 
a writer. She has written abcut 
Hollywood and is familiar with the 
picture business. For the last six 
months she has been a member of 
the legit Code Authority, and it is 
not yet known whether or not she 
will relinquish that post. 


Photocolor Will 
Shoot “Tom” Show 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Frank Nemec, 
president of Photocolor, announced this 
week that his company will start work 
within the next two weeks on its first 
feature picture. The picture chosen for 
the initial shooting will be Uncle Tom's 
Cabin and will be in sound and color. 
The company’s studio at Irvington. N. Y., 
will be the scene of the activity, and 
the cast is now being assembled. 

The Photocolor plant at Irvington is 
the only studio in the East built ex- 
clusively for sound. It is modern in 
every respect and has the second largest 
stage in the East. 

Photocolor maintains its own labora- 
tories and has a capacity of several hun- 
dred thousand feet of color film per 
week. At present several shorts pro- 
ducers are using Photocolor in their 
coming productions and, according to 
Nemec, it looks as tho color will domi- 
nate the screen next season. 

The release for ncle Tom’s Cabin is 
already assured, and the second feature 
will follow immediately after this one is 
completed. The last Tom picture was 
made by Universal without sound. 


National Library 


For 16 mm. Films 


NEW YORK. May 19. — Sixteen mm. 
sound on film pictures shortly wil! be 
available anywhere in the United States 
upon a daily rental basis. The Sound 
Film Circulating Library, Inc., has an- 
nounced the opening of a branch film 
library for the New York metropolitan 
district in the Graybar Building. This 
is the first of its branches to be in- 
stalled in banks tn all of the principal 
cities in the United States extending 
from Coast to Coast. 

It is understood to be the only nation- 
wide library renting films on a daily basis 
not affiliated in any way with or con- 
trolled by the film or projector trade. 
Its service is impartially available to any 
suitable film product and to any make of 
16 mm. sound on film projector. Its am- 
bition is to promote the constantly grow- 
ing demand for visual education thru 
the encouragement its broad distribu- 
tion offers to producers of educational 
films. Its broad distribution also furnishes 
an outlet for film product which has 
completed its career in the theater and 
in this manner develops a revenue for 
otherwise obsolete pictures. 


Hitler Movie Writ Denied 


CHICAGO, May 19.— Judge Joseph 
Burke this week refused to grant an in- 
junction to restrain Police Captain 
James Allman and Mayor ,Kelly from 
interfering with the showing of the 
movie Hitler’s Reign of or cf A per- 


mit to show the film after certain dele- 
tions had been made and the title had 
been changed to Hitler’s Reign was 
issued two weeks ago. Samuel Cum- 
mings, the exhibitor, thru Attorney Phil 
Davis, sought to have the deletions 
restored. 


Oneonta Open 


ONEONTA, N. Y., May 19.—The city 
council here this week voted to permit 
Sunday movies between the hours of 2 
and 6:30 p.m. and after 8:45 p.m. They 
also voted to permit Sunday baseball 
games. The voting came after consid- 
erable agitation on the part of mer- 
chants for Sunday opening to keep the 
natives in town. 


Applause 


We ask the Code Authority and the Grievance Boards 
to stand up and take a bow for their work in giving a death- 
blow to the practice of overbuying of films. Within a month 
after the Grievance Boards started operating, one of the 
curses of the industry was wiped out. This is a long step 


toward a better understanding between the producer and. 


the exhibitor. 


We all agree that the code is not a perfect document, 
but if it does nothing more than eliminate overbuying it has 
done a great service. The practice of overbuying has spelled 
doom to hundreds of small theater owners and it could 
never have been possible without a certain amount of col- 
lusion between the distributors and the large exhibitor. 
In outlawing the system the boards have shown themselves 
to be made up of fair-minded individuals willing to forget 
affiliations and reach an honest decision. 


This single decision has done more to firmly establish 
the code than all the salve in the world. The small exhibitor 
needed a tonic and it is fortunate that the first finding of 
the boards should be in his favor. 


We do not expect all future opinions to be in favor of 
the independent exhibitor. We are aware of the fact that 
many complaints will be made against the majors that have 
little foundation and we shall expect to hear moans and 
groans when certain complaints are turned down. This can- 
not be avoided, but we feel that with the auspicious start 
made by the boards they are entitled to the whole-hearted 
support of exhibitors. 


It is quite natural that all eyes are focused on the 
boards at this time because of the fact that they have just 
started. As time goes on they will become matter of fact 
and there is bound to be less criticism of their doings. Their 
first moves have been all that could be desired and there is 
every reason to believe that they will continue to win the 
respect of everyone in the picture business. 


We have all along asked exhibitors to sign the assents 
and give the boards an opportunity to prove themselves. 
They were, in many cases, condemned before they started. 
They have now proven that they are an agent for good in 
the industry and should be encouraged. 


There will be isolated yells from both exhibitors and 
producers from time to time. but these will gradually be- 
come fewer, and the time is not far distant when everyone 
will admit that the establishing of the boards was one great 
step toward putting this business on a sound basis. 


There is no power that can stop the picture business 
from becoming the greatest agent in the world for good 
once all branches of business come to realize they must co- 
operate and give each other the square deal that each is 
entitled to expect. 


We salute the boards in their initial efforts to return 
the picture industry to a sane basis. 
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DARROW REPORT IS TORRID | 


Calls for 10 Major Changes in 
Code; Asks Rosenblatt To Quit 


May be toned down for publication—Johnson calls it 
vitriolic—Rosenblatt answers with 67-page brief—claim 
majors’ brief ignored—indies get all breaks 

< 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The Darrow report on the motion picture code is 
causing considerable discussion here and there are some pretty tough words being 
passed between Darrow and the NRA officials. The report was sent to the President 
a week ago and Sol Rosenblatt answered it in a 67-page brief. Sol is burned because 
Darrow calls ttpon him to resign. General Hugh Johnson, head of the NRA, calls the 
report “one of the most vitriolic documents ever penned by any officer of the NRA.” 
It is claimed in some circles that Darrow’s report was made from recommendations 


based on the testimony of a few dis- 
satisfied business men. 

Among the changes suggested by Dar- 
row are: 

New authority for the Code Authority 
to give equal powers to major producers, 
independents and the government. 

Deletion of the article linking the pur- 
chase of shorts with the rental of fea- 
tures. 

Abolition of provisions giving distrib- 
utors authority to control admissions in 
leasing. 

Removal of the ban against double 
billing. 

Reorganization of grievance and clear- 
ing boards that would give to the inde- 
pendents domination of the boards. 

Outlawing of distributors’ right to 
specify playdates for films leased on per- 
centage basis. 

Lifting of time limit for filing com- 
plaints. 

Opening code privileges to all members 
of the industry whether or not they signed 
agreements. 

Appointing of a commission to devise 
a way insuring the right to buy and 
formulate a substitute for block booking. 

Removal of the film code from under 
the direction of Administrator Rosenblatt. 

It is claimed here that the brief filed 
by the major producers has been ignored 
in the findings of the committee and 
that the independent exhibitors put over 
their stuff in a showmanship manner 
and got the edge in the battle. 

It is reported that before the Darrow 
document is made public there will be 
some deletions to tone it down. 
General Johnson is said to resent the 
inferences cast against the NRA men and 
will present a report to counteract the 
punch of Darrow’s opus. 


Walter Reade To 
Bid for Met Chain 


NEW YORK. May 19.—It is understood 
that Walter Reade, New York and New 
Jersey theater owner, is ready to naake 
a bid for the Fox Metropolitan Theaters. 
Reade is said to have inquired of the 
Irving Trust Company, the receivers, the 
conditions under which the sale of the 
property will be made. 

Reade has long been a theater operator 
and it is understood that there is a 
group back of him ready to bid against 
Warners when the right time comes. 
The Warners are also understood to have 
been in communication with the Irving 
Trust relative to purchasing control.

Rogowskys Win First 
N. Y. Overbuying Case 


NEW YORK, May 19.—The local Griev- 
ance Board made its first decision in 
overbuying this week when it found 
that the Skouras Theaters Corporation 
was keeping pictures from the Rogowsky 
Brothers, Port Chester, N. Y. 

The board ordered Skouras to release 
22 of its pictures at the rate of two a 
week to Rogowsky until the new buying 
season rolls around.

There are an 
abundance of deep purple ordi- 
nances that forbid publicizing by 
gag or stunt that does not involve 
the regular established channels of 
the billboard, the newspaper or the 
radio. 

Signs on vehicles up and down 
the street are out, nothing can be 
pasted on the sidewalk, throwaways 
are against the rules, stilt walkers 
or street sign carriers are barred 
and handout samples are taboo. 
E. A. Patchen, Lincoln Theater Cor- 
poration idea man, has sampled 
frustration at almost every turn. 


R. I. Governor Vetoes 
Operator Restrictions 


PROVIDENCE, May 19. — Governor 
Theodore Francis Green had the little 
independent movie operator in mind 
when he vetoed this week a bill passed 
by the House and Senate this session 
which would have prohibited motion 
picture operators from running more 
than one machine during any one per- 
formance and engaging in any other 
work in the booth while operating. 

Explaining the reason for his vetoing 
of the measure, Governor Green said it 
“would have prohibited operating ex- 
cept in certain ways” and that it was 
not clear that the prohibitions, while 
perhaps desirable, were necessary. Fur- 
ther, he believed, enforcement of the 
law would constitute a serious handicap 
to small independent moving picture 
theaters.

MINNEAPOLIS, May 19.—With the re- 
cent reopening of the Century, in the 
heart of the loop district, house activity 
here hits a new two-year peak. After 
six months of darkness the Century 
again offers leading first-runs for ex- 
tended engagements. This means there 
are no important movie fronts dark in 
this burg.

Pettijohn Fears 


for Movies If 


“Fund Raisers” Are Victorious 


BOSTON, May 19.—A Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Adults might 
become necessary to protect the rights 
of the vast majority of moviegoers if the 
better picture movement in the United 
States is ever allowed to fall into the 
hands of professional fund-raisers, anti- 
movie orators or trade racketeers, C. C. 
Pettijohn, general counsel of the Motion 
Picture Producers and Distributors of 
America, declared at a meeting of the 
Women’s Republican Club here. The 
feature of the meeting was a symposium 
on the subject of “Better Motion Pic- 
tures.” 

“To jingle the tin cup before the pub- 
lic and weep crocodile tears over the 
alleged demand of the child audience 
for pictures which the cruel ‘movie bar- 
ons’ allegedly refuse to supply may be 
an effective technique of fund-raising 
for those whose real motive is the cen- 
sorship of every form of news, artistic 
and literary expression. But better and 
better pictures can only be produced by 
progressively higher standards of public 
appreciation,” he declared. 

“Motion pictures,” he continued, 
“have profited vastly from the construc- 
tive criticism of high-minded public 
groups that have organized themselves 
to promote higher standards of public 
appreciation for pictures of the better 
kind, or who voice criticism of the pic- 
tures that do not come up, from their 
point of view, either to the artistic or 
to the socal standards of their constitu- 


ents. But the American public has noth- 
ing to gain from the activities of those 
elements who have publicly declared 
they will have nothing to do with the 
organized public support for higher type 
of pictures under the processes of pre- 
view, recommendation or other rating; 
who give lip service to the freedom of 
the screen, but who secretly work in 
their own councils for that charactor of 
control or legislation that would impose 
a most vicious form of censorship in 
this country, and which attempt to 
make capital of every alleged grievance 
or charge lodged against the industry. 
The story is yet to be told, at the right 
time and in the right place, in properly 
and completely documented form, of the 
real motives that move many such sub- 
versive elements who seek an overlord- 
ship of the screen. 


“Their proud boast today is that they 
remain utterly uncontaminated by any 
knowledge of the facts, unsullied by any 
consideration of the necessity or propri- 
ety of the industry's trade practices and 
unspoiled by the slightest competence 
to deal with the problems involved. 


“In the meantime, this much is evi- 
dent: If the industry or the art were 
ever to surrender to the demands that 
all pictures be produced down to the 
level of child intelligence, the organiza- 
tion of a Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Adults would become press- 
ingly necessary.” 


Kiddie Shows Are 
Clicking Heavily 


PITTSBURGH, May 19. — Saturday 
morning shows, arranged especially for 
children, have caught on so nicely here 
that exhibitors thruout local territory 
are adopting the idea. Latest to join 
is South Hills Theaters. Its sponsors, 
the motion picture department of the 
State Federation of Pennsylvania Wom- 
en, believe that parents have always 
longed to send their children to such 
shows. 

Each program is free of any sex angles, 
with most of the features centering 
around cowboy themes. A recent pro- 
gram at the Enright serves as an exam- 
ple: Feature—Cornered, with Tim Mc- 
Coy, Noah Beery and Raymond Hatton. 
Featurettes — Mickey Mouse, Bosco and 
Merry Melodie cartoons. 


FORT WAYNE, Ind., May 19.—Satur- 
day shows for kiddies, which started a 
few months ago by the Kiwanis Junior 
Theater programs, are becoming more 
popular than ever among local theaters, 
almost all theaters advertising heavily 
for this drawing card. 

At the Rialto, on the far south side, 
a kiddies’ matinee is given every Satur- 
day at 1 p.m., with specially arranged 
shows for the kids. At the Paramount 
a children’s matinee starts at 1 p.m. 
and the latest program was as follows: 
One solid hour of cartoons, featuring 
Betty Boop, Krazy Kat, Willie Whopper 
and others.

New Operator Scale 
For Pitts. Indies 


PITTSBURGH, May 19.—By order of 
the NRA, wage increases for operators 
in independent movie houses in Alle- 
gheny County, up to a minimum of $1 
an hour, went last week. The wage 
rates, which also carry a maximum of 
$1.25 an hour, were fixed at a meeting 
held in the local NRA headquarters in 
the Law and Finance Building. 

None of the chain movie houses in 
Pittsburgh are affected because they are 
all working under union agreements, 
but few of the independent houses are 
unionized. In no instance have inde- 
pendent operators been paid the wares 
they should get under the code. Wages 
as low as 28 cents an hour were revealed 
to Morris Legendre, assistant deputy 
under the Motion Picture Code, who was 
sitting here as arbitrator. 

Mr. Legendre ruled on the wages after 
hearing the owners’ side of the wage 
controversy. He set the wages accord- 
ing to the kind of neighborhood, the 
number of seats, “run” of pictures and 
admission prices. 

About 100 operators will be affected 
by the new rates.

HOLLYWOOD, May 19.—Eddie Cantor 
was re-elected head of the Screen Actors’ 
Guild this week. In accepting the office 
he panned the Motion Picture Academy 
of Arts and Sciences, which drew a 
round of applause.

GENERAL INDOOR NEWS 


May 26, 1934 


W' APPARENTLY hit the 
old nail on the head when 
we recently discussed in 
this pillar the deplorable tendency 
of acts to use indigo material and 
situations in the vaudeville of to- 
day. Harry Kalcheim and Steve 
Trilling have written in, among 
others, agreeing in their state- 
ments with our stand. With 
bookers siding with us it does 
seem that we might be getting 
somewhere. All that is needed, 
after all, is the actual co-operation 
of hookers. If a booker can't make 
an act. toe the mark, nobody can. 


Trilling says, in part: 


| firmly believe that the use of 
suggestive material acts like a 
cancer onthe entire business. 
Sooner or later a concerted effort 
must be made to stamp out of all 
stage shows this disease of objec- 
tionable material. . . . | am 100 per 
cent in accord with your article. 
Says Kalcheim: 


Your article concerning smut in 
vaudeville is most highly commend- 
able. As far as this office (Publix) 
is concerned we feel that you are 
absolutely correct... . | 

It is high time something were 
done to eradicate this evil. If it 
continues to flourish it will choke 
off what little life is left in vaude- 
ville. 

It seems to us that the anti-dirt 
campaign needs definitely concen- 
trated motive power. All bookers 
are in agreement over the destruc- 
tive influence to the vaude busi- 
ness of smut. They readily got 
together about two seasons ago 
to cut salaries. Elimination of smut 
is far more important now than 
the cutting of salaries seemed to be 
when the booking heads used to 
hold their weekly kaffee klatches 
in Martin Beck’s suite in Radio 
City. If they don’t get together, 
either in meetings or thru a gen- 
eral agreement. on the smut situa- 
tion, all of them will be looking 
for new jobs in some other field 
very shortly. The situation is 
serious because it requires men of 
real imagination and a shrewd 
knowledge of hunian nature to 
realiy appreciate the harm being 
done to vaude by smut. Those 
who laugh it off as inconsequential 
and those who take the view that 
smut is good business don’t be- 
long in the show business. The 
sooner they get out the better will 
it be for all concerned. 

+ 

ROADWAY competition is 
so devastating that it is be- 
ginning to be felt by those 

in the know that a new try ata 
vaudefilm policy, regardless of the 
merit of the theater involved, is 
foredoomed to failure. Holly- 
wood is grinding out feature film 
ata furious pace. The large night 
spots with their popular prices are 
also hitting into the vaude draw. 
The burlesque houses also are 
getting their share of the foot 


trade. Vaude on Broadway ap- 
pears to be a tough proposition at 
best. 

Fortunately vaude does not de- 
rive its lifeblood any longer from 
the midway stretching from 42d 
street to 55d street. Vaude’s fu- 
ture is on other Main Streets; in 
the byways of large cities and gen- 
erally in theaters whose operators 
are wised up enough to realize 
that, like a taste of spinach, vaude 
must grow on one. Vaude never 
flourished under conditions call- 
ing for jittery changes in policy. 
It needs careful attention, sympa- 
thetic handling and smart exploi- 
tation. Vaude is, indeed, a good 
friend to its protagonists. It has 
made millions in the past for show- 
men who displayed faith in it. 
Times have changed, but human 
nature hasn’t. Vaude will again 
make millions for those who tackle 
it according to present-day stand- 
ards. 


ADIO is primarily an entertainment 
medium. But it is, of course, con- 
siderably more than that. It is the 

wonder medium of a wonder age for the 
airing of human foibles, every conceiv- 
able brand of “ism” and unusual news 
developments. We hold that there is no 
real argument between newspapers and 
radio. Each has its field and as time goes 
on the line of demarcation will become 
clearer and wider. 


Newspapers will never be displaced by 
radio. The competition between radio 
and newspapers is not akin to the early 
struggle for domination as a transporta- 
tion medium between the horse and the 
auto. The press will always have its 
definite function to perform—and a 
highly important one it is. When tele- 
vision arrives the ramifications will prob- 
ably be different. But there will always 
be the clear distinction between the 
broadcast of intensified interest but 
ephemeral in value withal and the printed 
word capable of being preserved unto the 
end of time. 

An interesting example of radio’s abil- 
ity to supply the human, personal touch 
that all competing media cannot possibly 
offer to the masses seeking stimuli to 
thought and leadership in framing public 
opinion was a recent broadcast over the 
Cotumbia network. This was a debate on 
the subject of begging between Brigadier 
John Allan, of the Salvation Army, and 
Dan O’Brien, King of the Hoboes. 

Bricadier Allan urged his hearers to 


“direct beggars to public or private welfare 


agencies. Hobo O’Brien, according to our 
dial-turning reporter, made a plea for 
contributions to beggars, declaring that 
great injustice and suffering would result 
from denying the appeals of mendicants, 
Said he: “The human race is a race of 
beggars. All are born broke, but some are 
born luckier than others.” 

Only over the ether waves could come 
with all its richness of color a debate of 
this character. The most talented feature 
writer of the age could not do justice in 
cold type to a radio debate between in- 
dividuals such as these. It is because of 
rare moments like this that all the tripe 
listeners are virtually forced to hear be- 
comes bearable.

his own experience witnessed during a 
trip cf research on magic history. 


In passing, I beg to correct the state- 
ment that the experience with the fakirs 
was in India—it was in Egypt during 
the month of March, 1906, that I by 
chance came in contact with a troupe 
of fakirs who were passing thru Egypt 
for the purpose of purchasing sugar and 
cotton. After learning by means of a 
contact that these fakirs were in pos- 
session of a very strange and unusual 
rope I kept upon their trail as my whole 
object was to give those interested the 
facts and not fiction. 


After considerable persuasion (I per- 
formed several tricks such as the bil- 
liard balls, etc.) I succeeded in interest- 
ing the fellows and promised to get at 
least 20 persons from the Shepherds Ho- 
tel and others in Cairo to come out and 
witness their performance. Being ac- 
quainted with some of the authorities 
we arranged to have this performance 
very near the Step Pyramid, which is 
south of the Great Pyramid and not 
more than 60 minutes’ ride from Cairo. 
Very nearly 200 people witnessed this 
performance. The principal experiments 
consisted of the charmed cobra, the 
growing mango tree; the rope trick, 
which I will explain herein, and the 
burial of one of the fakirs. Accounts of 
this were published in some of the 
leading papers of Europe at that time 
and outlined in the book “Illustrated 
Magic” by my dear old friend Ottakar 
Fischer, who is well-known thruout the 
world as one of the greatest living au- 
thorities on magic and its history. 

I am not attempting hereby to con- 
tradict any authorities or persons who 
may or may not have authentic infor- 
mation regarding the rope trick and its 
existence and those who offer $2,500 for 
the real performance of this trick. I 
offered $1,000 for this rope at that time 
but could not purchase it for any price. 
In the first place the trick has been 
elaborated upon and misrepresented in 
every manner possible. We have no 
proof that at some time the trick was 
not performed with a boy climbing the 
rope; however, I want to give, once and 
for all, a distinct explanation of the ef- 
fect as witnessed in Egypt in 1906. The 
rope was about 38 feet in length and 
about one and three-quarters inches 
thick; it was covered with a very finely 
woven substance plaited in a manner 
eimilar to the well-known tubular fin- 
ger trap that when fingers are placed 
into it and pulled apart the trap draws 
the woven tube tightly arotind the fin- 
gers and holds them—a puzzle that was 
popular 30 years ago. On the inside of 
this woven tube was the secret of the 
entire experiment—an endless chain of 
interlocking particles of hard wood de-

And then Tony Pastor was doing 
a turn himself (dress-suit comic singer) 
in those days. He had a song I am 
sure he used to like to sing, I’m the 
Man That Wrote Ta Ra Ra Boom De Ay. 
This was when Ta Ra Ra was all the 
rage, sung by the famous Lottie Collins. 
I nearly always followed Pastor on the 
program, and as I came off he would say, 
“Don’t take so many bows.” 

I remember meeting Pastor one day 
on 14th street, and I asked, “What about 


a date?” He replied, “Yes, my boy, but 
it’s not Pastor’s any more; I have had 
to compete with the rest, so it’s con- 
tinuous now.”

signed in a manner similar to the spinal 
column of a skeleton. 

Each one of these particles or pieces 
was drilled for a series of tough twine 
running thruout the length of the rope. 
The fakir was a very dextrous thrower of 
the rope and could lash the same in 
such a manner that the rope became 
rigid by the interlocking of these small 
Pieces in the woven tube, and during the 
same instant of throwing this rope he 
succeeded in drawing the lower extreme 
end into a circle which in the rigid 
form acted the same as a pedestal which 
rested on the ground. The rope stood 
erect; then a small spider monkey with 
long hair was produced. These mon- 
keys weigh hardly more than a quarter 
of a pound. The little animal then 
climbed to the top of the rope, per- 
formed various antics and then sudden- 
ly the rope collapsed and the spider 
monkey fell to the ground on a heap of 
sand, where the fakirs were ready with 
waving cloths and suddenly the monkey 
changed into a delicate skeleton. 

I believe that this is the only existing 
rope trick; however, it may have de- 
generated from the trick which is au- 
thenticated by such travelers as Alexan- 
der Humboldt and others who have 
claimed the existence of the rope trick 
for over a century. Without this clev- 
erly designed rope, and the ability of 
Will Rogers to lash a rope, I doubt if 
the experiment could be performed to- 
day to claim the offer made by the occult 
committee of the Magic Circle, London. 

King Edward, when Prince of Wales, 
was traveling in India and offered 10,000 
pounds sterling for the performance of 
the rope trick, but I am fully aware 
that the publicity never reached the 
ears of the fakirs, which is obvious to 
anyone acquainted with the absolute 
indifference of those people to any re- 
quest of the white people, especially at 
that time. 

I trust that this is the information 
which you seek. [If there is anything 


that anyone would like to discuss re- 
garding this matter I would be pleased 
to answer any questions of those in the 
magic profession.

CHEATED OF PARADE THRILL | 


Young and Old Are Disappointed 
When H-W Circus Refused Permit 


Newspaper editorials, petition with hundreds of sig- 
natures of business people, etc., fail to make Cincinnati 
police chief and his superiors budge 


e 

CINCINNATI, May 19.—As this department of this issue goes to press, there 
is every indication that thousands of men, women and children of this city and 
vicinity will be refused the opportunity to enjoy a free diversion in their amuse- 
ment menu, the spectacular, thrilling free street parade of Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Cireus next Monday forenoon. This despite the fact that Cincinnatians and local 
newspaper editorials have plaintively endeavored to have some of the city officials 
“unbend” from their to-the-letter attitudes and make a worthy exception to an 


existing ordinance which is against 
formal parades of any nature except by 
special permit. Apparently, according to 
reports, the “fly in the ointment” is the 
Chief of Police, who is soon to retire from 
Office. Cincinnati has a city-manager 
form of government, and there is higher 
officialdom than the chief, but probably 
a Streak of sentiment has caused such 
individuals or bodies to be backward 
about acting against the retiring chief’s 
Stand. The circus exhibits here Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, renting a down- 
town recreational grounds from the city. 


Greater Cincinnatians who have in- 
dustriously worked in behalf of the stag- 
ing of the parade circulated a petition 
and received hundreds of signers among 
iocal downtown business men, but this 
did not budge the police department 
head. 

The following editorial, headed “Let's 
Have a Parade,” appears in The Enquirer, 
one of Cincinnati’s leading newspapers, 
today: 

“Cincinnati is a very great city. It has 
all the glory of the arts, the glow of cul- 
ture. an unexampled solidity of business 
during these dark days. Its banks are 
sound beyond compare. Police and Fire 
Departments are notably high in efficiency, 
and the government is known from Coast 
to Coast as the best in the land. The city 
lives within its budget, experts zuide pro- 
grams for the social welfare of children 
and adults. 


“But in this very desirable and appre- 
ciated ointment of efficiency there is one 
fly. We can’t have a circus parade. Pro- 
vincial cities like Philadelnhia, Chicago. 
Minneapolis, Buffalo permit such brief 
amusements when thousands of their 
people line the streets to watch the 
clowns, the bands, the gilded wagons, the 
beautiful equestriennes and the great 
beasts go by. In fact, they make a lark 
of it, just as thousands of Cincinnatians 
would like to do. 


“But it seems that we have e Traffic 
Problem. The Traffic Problem is rather 
sacred. And the Police Department has 
ruled ‘no parades.’ Higher officials are 
reticent, not wishing to overrule the 
Police Department. It might be asked if 
the traffic problem extends as far north 
as Central Parkway at, say, 10 o’clock on 
Monday mornings. 


“The circus is coming to town. It is 
prepared, as in other cities, to put on a 
parade with all the glamour so dear to 
the hearts of kids of all ages. Let’s forget 
rules and efficiency and the Traffic Prob- 
lem for cne hour Monday morning. Let's 
have a parade!” 


It is a foregone conclusion that a 
mammoth street pageant of the caliber 
that Hagenbeck-Wallace is staging this 
year would draw thousands of people to 
the business area. and if staged in the 
forenoon it doubtless would put a multi- 
tude of purchasers into the merchants’ 
establishments, instead of “drawing them 
out of the stores.” Large circuses discon- 
tinued street parades some years ago. 
Last year Hagenbeck-Wallace added the 
necessary equipment and staged a street 
spectacle at a number of key cities along

Would Cut License in Half for 


Smaller Truck Shows in Canton 


CANTON, O., May 19.—Declaring that 
the ordinance regulating the license 
charged circuses is unfair to the smaller 
motorized shows, City Solicitor Bernard 
Rodgers will recommend to council that 
it be altered and the $100 a day license 
now charged motorized circuses be re- 
duced to $50 for the smaller ones. Pres- 
ent ordinance fixes the amount of li- 
cense according to seating capacify. 
New ordinance, Rodgers said, would per- 
mit shows having 2,000 and less seating 
capacity to have a license for $50, and 
shows with more than 2,000 would be re- 
quired to pay $100 a day. 


Mayor Arthur Turnbull, an ardent cir- 
cus fan, is said to favor a reduced license 
for motorized shows. Rodgers this week 
conferred with Rex McConnell, local rep- 
resentative of The Billboard, asking his 
support in the movement and suggested 
that he enkHst the aid of local showfolks 
and circus fans, in addition to circus 
executives i:nterested, in having the li- 
cense fee reduced. McConnell asks that 
circus executives express their wish for 
a reduced license in letters addressed to 
him at 318 Cleveland avenue, N. W., 
Canton, O., and he will present them 
before the city council.

“Like the writer of the letter, we, too, 
like the circus and would be glad to 
see the town and country posted with 
the gay posters—would welcome the 
advance agent, who in glowing terms 
describes the dare-devil, death-defying 
aerial acts, the gorgeous costumes . . 
and the hundred and one other things 
which go to make up the great American 
Circus. 


“It might not be a bad idea for the 
people of Jeffersonville who like the 
circus to get up a petition, asking some 
of the good shows to book this city for 
their tour next year. There is nothing 
like a couple of hours at the circus to 
take our minds off of cares and responsi- 
bilities and to take us back to boyhood 
and girlhood days. By all means, let a 
circus come to Jeffersonville.”

SAN MATEO, Calif. — First published 
rules for judging of cow horses and 
hackamore horses at rodeos and shows 
have been made public by Judge Max- 
well McNutt, president of the Rodeo 
Association of America. Rules tend to 
curb spectacular exhibitions which have 
nothing to do with the work of a cow 
horse, according to Judge McNutt. One 
of the rules eliminates spinning of 
horses. Switching tail, open mouth, 
nervous throwing of head, lugging on 
bridle, halting or hesitating when being 
shown, and horse approaching rider in 
order to allow reata to be taken off are 
ruled as faults. In being shown before 
judges, the horses are allowed to make 
half-turns instead of spinning. In draw- 
ing the set of rules, Judge McNutt said 
it was the desire to show that the ani- 
mal is a working cow horse and not an 
exhibition horse.

Well, the 1934 outdoor swimming sea- 
son in the East opened last week, altho 
many tanks will not make their bow 
until this Saturday and some not until 
Decoration Day. 

General opinion among pool operators 
is that this summer will result in fine 
profits with a few going so far as to 
predict that the season will equal, if not 
surpass, pre-depression days of '28 and 
‘29. The more conservative members of 
the aquatic fraternity believe business 
this summer will be better than last 
year, but they don’t expect it to come 
up to the good seasons prior to the 
w.-k. crash. 


The prevalent optimistic feeling is 
based upon the fact that the country, 
and the East in particular, encountered 
one of the coldest winters in history 
during the last few months, and the 
theory is that persons who were confined 
to their homes all winter just can’t 
wait to get out and get themselves un- 
der that good ol’ sun. Pool men try 
to substantiate this belief by pointing 
out that on the first mild Sunday this 
spring, a couple of weeks back, to be 
specific, John Public and all the little 
Publics swarmed to the different board- 
walks and crowded the various public 
parks more than ever before so early in 
the season. 


This shows, they claim, that folks are 
anxiously awaiting the opportunity to 
frolic at beaches and outdoor pools, and, 
as a matter of fact, because of this, some 
look forward to a big early season busi- 
ness in June.

Ordinarily one quotes government 
Statistics with a feeling that one has a 
record on which to rely in basing with 
safety other compilations and deduc- 
tions. But in the case of the export of 
amusement park and playground de- 
viegs there seems to be at times con- 
siderable difference in the government 
reports and the shipping records of our 
own manufacturers. 


In March the government reports, 
thru the Department of Commerce, ex- 
port of amusement park and playground 
equipment to Belgium of $4,640; to Ger- 
many, $13,125, and to the United King- 
dom, $1,136, but Lusse Bros.’ records for 
the same period show $9,169.95 to Bel- 
gium, $12,428.85 to Germany and $1,809 
to United Kingdom. 


Perhaps the government carries over 
some items to the following month, and 
they may have taken a few items from 
the previous month and put them 
into March. December, 1933, shows 
much wider differences, and February, 
1934, does not tally with records of 
accomplishment. 

We are going to watch the month-to- 
month reports from which to make com- 
Parisons and at the end of the year we 
will have some interesting information 
on the amount of exports from this 
country to the foreign field from our 
manufacturers of amusement equip- 
ment. 


Benson Gets Publicity 


John T. Benson has made another 
unique score on publicity. In the May 
5 number of The Saturday Evening Post 
there is an interesting article entitled 
The Father of Liars, but, like many of 
the stories which Benson inspires, they 
are all based on facts which his intimate 
knowledge of animals enables him to 
Produce. 

He had an order from Denmark for 
some trained fleas. Most men would 
have been nonplused as to the best 
method of transporting these fleas to 
their destination in Denmark, but 
Benson was ready with his ingenuity. 
He placed them on a dog and shipped 
the dog from the port of Boston, fleas 
and all. 

The order was for some 3v0 fleas, but 
he included something over 400 so as 
to take care of the casualties in transit, 
and the publicity on it was grand. All 
publications are fond of the unusual, 
and here is the man who can give it 
to them in an entertaining form. It is 
a fine illustration of what can be done 
if you know your bustness thoroly and 
keep in constant and intimate touch 
with it and always on the alert for 
something unusual. 

Benson's big business is with zoologi- 
cal gardens and circuses, but he, never- 
theless, caters to parks also and handles 
to an excellent advantage the question 
of a cage of monkeys for a park, which 
is a great attraction with the children. 


Old Days of Revere 


He sells monkeys in the spring and 
im the fall will buy back all which are 
well, thus obviating the necessity of the 
park ownership keeping a heated place 
during the nonproductive period for 
the monkeys and a man trained in their 
care. When he finds a demand for ani- 
mals he studies out the best way of 
meeting it to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned. This is about what all the 
humble manufacturers are trying to do 
in their line. Benson has added to our 
volume of exports, not so much in 
weight as in money value. 

On Sunday, May 13, Herbert Ridge- 
way showed the writer while at Revere 
Beach some pictures of the influential 
men among the leaders at Revere Beach 
who promoted the carnival they used to 
have there several years ago. Among 
them, of course, is Herbert Ridgeway 
himself, who was then a youth, but the 
most youthful of all in appearance was 
Fred W. Pearce, who looks as if he were 
entering the freshman class in high 
school. This was while he was operating 
at Revere Beach before he began to 
build big Coasters. 

All of them were young then and all 
of them now living are still in the 
amusement business. Had they not 
seen Revere Beach since those days they 
would not know it, and had they not seen 
the development of the devices they 
would be astounded at the proportions 


of the devices now operating where they 
once had the smaller equipment. 


When Bopp Was King 


A Figure 8 Coaster in that day was 
only outclassed by the L. A. Thompson 
Scenic Railway, which itself would be 
an infant in comparison with the big 
Coasters now operating at Revere Beach. 
But we only wish now that we could 
look at these gentlemen today and pre- 
dict what an equal period of time into 
the future is to bring to this busi- 
ness, and particularly to the beach 
resorts. 

The bathing places that were once 
the leaders have suffered such an 
enormous shrinkage in business that 
some of them are going to rent lockers 
only and abandon the rest of the bath- 
ing business, except to maintain showers 
in connection with lockers. 

Louis Bopp was in that picture and 
at the time was the king of the Merry- 
Go-Round business at Revere Beach. 
He at one time had four Merry-Go- 
Rounds so as to have a monopoly in the 
business at Revere Beach and made as 
much money as perhaps any one man of 
his day at the Beach. Were he living 
now he surely could not do it with 
Merry-Go-Rounds. 

Children do not ride horses any more, 
but want some devices which they can 
manipulate themselves. No other place 
in the country is striving any harder to 
find itself than Revere Beach, and with 
all of those men today who are in the 
business on the alert as they are they 
will surely find a way out, and it is 
likely soon to emerge. 


A Visit to Coney

Give the Young More Work at 


Fairs, Urges Laurence Boston 


BOSTON, May 19.—‘If it weren't for 
the young people most of our fairs to- 
day would be devoid of exhibits, tables 
would be bare, poultry pens empty and 
there would be nothing much left but 
toy balloons and hamburgers,” says Lau- 
rence B. Boston in his current Fairs Let- 
ter, issued by him as director of the 
Division of Reclamation, Soil Survey and 
Fairs, Massachusetts Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Every fair official knows,” the letter 
states, “that after the results are tabu- 
lated and a study made of the number 
of exhibits that the young people lead 
all the rest." The younger generation, 
it is pointed out, brings enthusiasm and 
zest for accomplishment in everything 
it tackles. “Why don’t some of our con- 
servative fair officials pass on to the 
shoulders of our young people more re- 
sponsibility in fair management? By so 


doing they would be unloading a lot of 
hard work for themselves and -putting 
it where hard work would be a pleasure.” 

Smugness in fairdom is assailed in 
another part of the circular with the ob- 
servation that “it is rather hard for 
some of us to realize that anyone else 
can do the work we have been doing 
for so many years. Possibly it hurts our 
vanity even to suppose a youngster 
might serve on a committee or have the 
job of receiving entries, as we have been 
doing for the last 40 years. Well, it 
might hurt for a little while, but it 
would give the boy or girl a chance, and 
who knows but what the bets are even 
that the youngster would do as good a 
job as we did—probably far better.

Next week brings inaugural of a new 
racing season, the big moment of the 
year in harness horse circles. On every 
side indications are that the season will 
be the best for three years. Unquestion- 
ably there is more interest being dis- 
played in all quarters. The lineup of 
early-season meetings is best in some 
time, the Grand Circuit is stronger than 
it has been since 1929, about the best 
indication that things are “looking up,” 
while the fair season, important second 
half of the racing season, is in for a big 
season. Stake and purse events have 
been increased in value considerably 
over amounts of a year ago. 

The training season has been a big 
help to early meetings, for the horses 
are farther advanced than they were a 
year ago at this time, when early rains 
retarded training operations. There is 
one thing regarding the new season that 
distinctly stands out, the willingness on 
all sides by race secretaries and those 
interested in giving race meetings to at 
last come to the realization that a 
change in presenting and staging the 
daily race programs must be made. 


Oldtimers To Co-Operate 


In many instances there are to be 
big changes. This, of course, does not 
mean that changes have not been made 
in recent years. They have, but in every 
case where there was an innovation Mm- 
troduced for betterment of the sport a 
small clique of old-time veterans, who 
for years have had the notion that they 
about dominated affairs on the turf, 
stepped in, called on various racing 
secretaries and managers and flatly told 
them that if such changes were put in 
operation they would not race their 
stables. This was noticeable with the 
barrier system of starting, handicap 
events and claiming races. 

But all this is now a thing of the 
past. The lean years have also been lean 
on some of the top-jock trainers, and 
they now are willing and ready to co- 
operate, which should have been done 


years ago. 

Thru Ohio Short Ship Circuit, which 
inaugurates its 26th consecutive season 
of racing next week when it opens in 
Urbana, the forward step has been 
taken. And it must be said that almost 
without exception every major innova- 
tion introduced to the trotting turf 
during the past decade has been fostered 
and put thru by the Ohio Circuit. This 
year it is going to scrap the time- 
worn system of three-heat racing and 
throw it into the discard. In its place 
it is substituting a daily program that 
calls for every heat being a distdnct 
race on the dash system. And these 
dashes are to be staged at different dis- 
tances, from a half mile to a mile and 
one-quarter. 


Is Break for Public 


This is a step that caters to the gen- 


eral public and should arouse its 
interest to a much greater extent in 
daily programs and is expected to inject 
some much-needed pep and speed into 
an afternoon of racing. Needless delays 
and long, tiresome periods have done 
more to dampen public interest in 
racing programs than any other things 
and the Ohio Circuit intends to stamp 
out such evils by its new system. 

Many other early circuits will also 
adopt this system and also a good many 
of the Grand Circuit meetings. Even 
some of the larger, important State fair 
race meetings during the fall are out- 
lining their programs along those lines, 
which shows that the innovation has 
gone across in a big way. 

Besides the Urbana meeting next 
week, which will be the season's head- 
liner, there also will be two opening 
meetings in the East. A big one-day 
meet is to be staged at Village Farm, 
Langhorne, Pa., and another two-day 
meeting will be staged at Pascoag, R. L.. 
and splendid racing is scheduled at both 
points. 


Architect To Aid Newberry 


NEWBERRY, S. C., May 19.—Richard 
Forester, Jacksonville, Fla., landscape 
architect, has been loaned by Florida Re- 
lief Administration to plan a county fair- 
grounds and park on an extension of 
Adelaide street and Greenville-Columbia 
highway.

Y ATTENTION has been directed to a 
news item that appeared in The 
Tarrytown Daily News, of Tarry- 

town, N. Y., under date of May 15. The 
item, headed “Carnivals Banned,” reads 
as follows: 


“The Heal'. Committee received a 
letter from the County Health Depart- 
ment requesting that all permits to trav- 
eling carnivals be refused in order to 
safeguard the health of the people of 
the village. Corporation Counsel Herbert 
Hall pointed out that the village has an 
ordinance against traveling carnivals at 
the present time.” 


I do not know why the village passed 
the ordinance barring carnivals, but 
what makes my blood boil is the letter 
from the County Health Department 
asking that permits be refused carnivals 
“to safeguard the health of the people.” 
That statement casts reflections upon 
all carnivals. It puts them all in the 
same class so far as sanitary conditions 
are concerned and is very unfair and 
unjust. Perhaps there are some travel- 
ing carnivals where sanitary conditions 
should be better; on the other hand 
there are many of these organizations 
that are faultless from that standpoint. 

Wide-awake cities and towns, those 
wishing to move ahead, have laws regu- 
lating sanitary conditions and see that 
these laws are enforced. They do not 
wipe out organizations or individuals— 
they eliminate only those things which

N DAYS OF YORE... . In 1898, under 
the banner of Ringling Brothers, the 
John Robinson Show had a gem of a 

feature in Louis Cyr, billed as the world’s 
strongest man. Cyr, a French-Canadian, 
lifted a 350-pound dumbbell with a soli- 
tary hand and supported 16 men on his 
sturdy back. His man Friday was Horace 
Barrie, likewise a French-Canuck. Lew 
D. Nichols recalls an incident following 
the afternoon show, when all hands were 
in the cockhouse putting on the feed. 
Nichols remembers distinctly that he 
stood in front of the kid show dreamily 
watching a cloud beating its way up from 
the West. While standing there gazing 
at the maze in the sky, who comes stroll- 
ing on the lot but Charles Ringling with 
a query to Nichols as to what to do with 
rain threatening. Nichols answered by 
starting to pack up, and so did the boss 
canvasman, a night show being out of 
the question. Kid top was all packed 
when the rain struck. Cyr came prancing 
along and said something to the effect 
that a cyclone was raging and, being the 
world’s strongest man, wondered what to 
do. Nichols advised him to lay prone and 
hang on to a railroad track. “When the 
side-show wagon left the lot,” says 
Nichols, “it was raining torrents, but 
Louis Cyr, world’s strongest man, was 
still holding on to the railroad track.” 
It happened in Neligh, Neb. 


And back in those other years, when 
Forepaugh-Selis had “Fighting the 
Flames” as the prize spec package, Tom 
Murray used to doze on the sidewall in 
the cool of late evenings. He was one 
of the first musicians, being a drum- 
mer, to ride howdah on’ old Gyp, the late 
great pachyderm. Those were the days 
when the J. H. Henry Show placed a 
six-piece band on Gyp’s back in parade. 
Murray was in the midst of the Sells- 
Floto blowdown in Holdenville, Okla., 
in 1908, and took it on the lam when the 
blues took a nap in Cripple (coinci- 
dence) Creek, Colo., in 1911, on the 
Jones Bros.’ outfit. 


ND Elephant Columbia, bred by 
Gecrge Arstingstall, boss of bulls on 
Cooper & Bailey, was sired by Man- 

drie, a big tuskless pash, and her dam 
was Febe. Mandrie, take it from John B. 
Estelle Sr., was a bad-tempered cuss and 
passed from the scene when the steamer 
bringing the show back to America after 
the second European trip (Barnum & 
Bailey) lowered over the side, tempera- 
mental Mandrie drowning near New York 
harbor. Pilate, a favorite subject of Bill 
Emery, boss bull man of the Ringling 
Show, was another bad actor. Arsting- 
stall killed him in the old New York Gar- 


den during a spring engagement. 
Columbia's mother, now known as Babe 
and approaching 80, was an amiable ani- 
mal always. Columbia inherited her 
pappy’s bad qualities and was promptly 
put out of the way by George Denman 
on November 8, 1907. while the owner, 
George N. Bates, was away on a visit to 
his home town, Providence, R. I. More 
about elephants next week. 


C. B. Colvin, old-time trouper, has 
been lecturing in West Virginia 
churches and points south.

The 19th century was to a consider- 
able extent divided into periods in which 
shows were of a class largely similar. 
Up to about 1825 the circuses were most- 
ly in buildings or inclosures in the larger 
cities where exhibitions were given reg- 
ularly for extended engagements. Phila- 
delphia was noted for its almost con- 
tinuous exhibitions of circus and trained 
animals in permanent theaters or in in- 
closures devoted to that class of enter- 
tainment. “Walnut and Ninth streets” 
was the customary heading for adver- 
tisements in the Philadelphia newspa~ 
pers announcing the performances of 
circus organizations. 

Traveling menageries and small cir- 
cuses grew in favor from about the time 
the Senior John Robinson gave the pub- 
lic an introduction to his first offering, 
then for a period of 50 years wagon 
shows, boat shows on the Ohio and 
Mississippi rivers, and canal boats on 
the Eri2 Canal were supplying the pop- 
ular and favorite circus to cities, towns 
and sparsely settled communities in all 
parts of the United States. As railroad 
transportation grew in favor the wagon 
and boat shows gradually faded away 
and the period between 1875 and 1900 
gave us the mammoth rail-transported 
shows that created titles so extensively 
advertised that circuses of the wagon 
and boat show period, regardless of their 
excellence and popularity, lost their 
proper place in the compilation of cir- 
cus history by the modern-day writers, 
whose attention centered on the names 
of owners and titles constantly in pub- 
lic print. 

Old-time wagon show owners, such as 
the recently mentioned G. G. Grady, of 
Kenton, O.; L. B. Lents’ New York Ciréus, 
and scores of others operating during 


that period, are entitled to a prominent 
place in the history of the American 
circus, because they introduced some of 
the outstanding stars of the circus pro- 
fession. As late as the early ’80s there 
was a limited number of wagon-trans- 
ported shows presenting programs that 
gave better satisfaction than some of 
the muca publicized railroad shows, but 
they are seldom ever mentioned by the 
modern writers of circus literature. 


One that is remembered distinctly by 
the writer was the Maybury, Pullman & 
Hamilton Circus, which made a long 
season in 188%. William A. Mavbury, 
Giles Pullman, Henry Pullman and John 
Hamilton were the owners. The Pull- 
man brothers and John Hamilton were 
experienced and practical circus men 
who had operated successfully for years. 
They organized for the 1882 season with 
a roster of recognized artists of the cir- 
cus profession, which gave the show 
strength in its program to compete with 
their rail-transported competitors. Wil- 
liam H. (Bud) Gorman was the hurdle 
and somersault rider. Pauline Lee was 
the equestrienne, and she was then very 
popular. Dot Pullman, daughter of 
Giles Pullman, did a great rolling globe 
act and was featured in the concert. 
Neil Smith was there with his famous 
trained dogs, Handy and Andy, the lat- 
ter a wonder as a clown dog. Elma Eddy 
was a feature on tight wire. Ajax, con- 
tortionist, amazed the public with 
snakelike bending. The Zeigler Broth- 
ers and the Belmont family were well 
known as circus features, and the leaps 
had Joe A. Belmont and George Kelly, 
who were previously many seasons fea- 
tured on John Robinson’s Show as 
champions in their specialty. The Swiss 
Bell Ringers was another extremely pop- 
ular number on the bill. 

The strength of the Maybury, Pullman 
& Hamilton Show in competition was 
demonstrated early in the season in an 
opposition fight with the 8. H. Barrett 
& Company R. R. Circus at Port

Officials State Opinions 
To Clarify Games Problem 


National interest centers in New York efforts to define 


skill games—many officials contribute opinions—pin 
games must be free from racket methods 


@ 
NEW YORK, May 19.—National interest is centering in the opinions of public 


officials here concerning pin games and other types of machines. High public officials 


have issued statements and letters defining their personal attitude toward the 


popular pin games. The Escuirol Bill, recently made a law in New York State, has 
recently been interpreted by its author. A letter from Harold L. Allen, second deputy 
police commissioner, to Tobias A Keppler, attorney, dated April 20, gives expression 
to an attitude toward skill types of coin-operated devices which is said to be widely 


prevalent among officials. “If their in- 
stallation and use does not fall under 
the control of the so-called racketeer, 
they should receive no police interference. 
. . . If, on the other hand, the police 
department finds that these machines 
are used as instruments of oppression 
and that their installation and use gives 
rise to crimes of violence and other 
forms of racketeering, all agencies of the 
city government wish to hold themselves 
in a position to suppress them in the 
public interest.” 


This statement from the deputy com- 
missioner was regarded as representative 
of the general attitude among enforce- 
ment officials in the city. The present 
administration is determined to destroy 
all forms of racketeering and is insisting 
that owners and operators of the so- 
called skill games keep themselves free 
from methods commonly used in the 
rackets. 


The determination of the officials was 
recently shown when an announcement 
Was made that even the automatic 
phonographs of a firm alleged to have 
racketeering connections would be in 
terfered with. “There are many ways to 
create embarrassing situations and in- 
terfere with machines,” is the sentiment 
expressed by officials. It was stated that 
drug stores and beer parlors having 
phonographs made by the firm would be 
held rigidly to every requirement of the 
sanitary and health department and that 
inspections of these locations would be 
frequent and most rigid. 


Continuous effort is being made by the 
Skill Games Board of Trade and prom- 
inent officials to work out a plan whereby 
the legitimate interests of the amuse- 
ment machine trade can continue 
their operations while the war against 
racketeering elements is pushed to con- 
clusion. 


New York Pins 


Are Licensed 


NEW YORK, May 19.—First licenses 
issued here are appearing in stores. The 
charge is $3. License is good for one 
year and must be purchased by the 
storekeeper. Operators may purchase 
licenses for storekeepers who are citi- 
zens by filling out applications, store- 
keeper to sign and have them notarized. 


First plan was to have storekeeper 
appear at license department to obtain 
the license himself. Operators’ commit- 
tee from the Skill Games Board of 
Trade went into conference with 
License Commissioner Paul Moss and 
Mrs. Whitney and Mr. Cullerton, his 
assistants, and explained the hardship 
of this procedure. It was agreed to 
allow operator to take application to 
storekeeper. 

As yet the license department cannot 
see the value of a special operator's 
registration fee of approximately $50 
per year. Ops here want this fee to 
apply to storekeepers who have their 
own machines; in short, a storekeeper 
who owns his machine is to be forced 
to register as an operator and pay regis- 
tration fee. License department does

Pin Game Methods 


Legal Talent 


Three different law firms have 
pooled their efforts, representing the 
interests of the Metropolitan Skill 
Games Board of Trade, in order to 
get final decisions and adjustments 
for operating skill devices and pin 
games in the New York area. Theo- 
dore Blatt is chief counsel; Benjamin 
Haskell and Nathan Robinson rep- 
resent the other legal talent. These 
attorneys are thoroly acquainted 
with the problems of the coin ma- 
chine trade thru long and personal 
experience, and their work in the 
present Eastern situation is being 
highly praised. Theodore Blatt ap- 
peared before the Attorney-General 
at Albany this week to get a ruling 
on pin games. 


World’s Fair 


Game Display 


CHICAGO, May 19.—A unique display 
arrangement has been constructed on 
the big showroom floor of the Huber 
Coin Machine Sales Company. The lo- 
cation of this distributing firm at 610 
West Van Buren street, just outside the 
Loop district, is considered very advan- 
tageous for World’s Fair visitors. Joe 
Huber, manager of the firm, is planning 
special display booths on his floor to 
show the complete lines of manufac- 
turers. About 20 displays will be ar- 
ranged, he says, for all lines of amuse- 
ment machines and each display will 
show all the devices made by a manu- 
facturer. Displays already arranged are 
considered very impressive, manufac- 
turers being pleased with the favorable 
conditions of display and sales appeal. 


Complaint Is Removed 


BROOKLYN, May 19.—Statement by 
Dave Robbins, of D. Robbins & Com- 
pany, was to the effect that the situa- 
tion in the baseball game field of which 
he and other firms made complaint of 
unfair competition had _ straightened 
itself out. 

“The incident wherein I referred to a 
distributor who gave us only two base- 
ball type machines and gave four to an 
operator the same day was not the 
Modern Vending Company,” Mr. Robbins 
said. “Owing to the fact that the 
manufacturers of baseball games are 
now on a mass production schedule, we 
are receiving about as many machines 
as we need for our operators. We can 
now make immediate deliveries on base- 
ball type games.”

The modern pin games brought practices and methods 
into the coin machine business which have helped to crystallize 
the trade into a national industry. The demand created for 
parts and supplies of all kinds used in building these machines, 
including glass, wood and cabinet work, hardware, marbles, 
steel balls, catalin, etc., has made a distinct impression upon 
the ininds of business men in general. 


Pin games Have also introduced the definite idea of skill 
games as a group, distinct from other types of machines. 


So revolutionary has been the rise and growth of manu- 
facturers and of jobbing and distributing establishments dur- 
ing the pin game era that it is enlightening to inquire into pin 
game methods of promotion. 


An era of open and generous news publicity and adver- 
tising came in with the spread of the pin games. It was a break- 
ing away from the secrecy that had been maintained with 
many types of devices up to that time. While trade members 
of the old school still argued for secrecy, the skill games were 
using too much material from other industries and giving em- 
ployment to too many people to be kept secret. 


It was this generous use of advertising and publicity in 
publications like The Billboard that brought coin-operated 
amusement machines to the attention of the nation at a time 
when the depression has seriously handicapped other lines of 
trade. 


It is perfectly safe to say that pin games and other skill 
devices would never have attained their national importance 
had the old secretive methods of advertising and promotion 
been used. It was open and public promotional methods, such 
as other legitimate industries use, that furnished the energy for 
the modern amusement machine industry. 


The rise to prominence of distributors and jobbers in the 
marketing of pin games is another evidence of open and above- 
board business methods. These jobbers have spread the games 
thru advertising and salesmanship, just as distributors in other 
trades use advertising and salesmanship. 


The skill amusement industry has had its evils, but those 
evils have been the same as affect other lines of industry. And 
the trade has put up a continual and open fight to get rid of 
these evils. Every once in a while there is a threat of intro- 
ducing slot machine methods and tactics into the pin game 
business, and this is the worst fear that besets the pin games. 


Since so much has been accomplished in the last five years 
by the use of open publicity and advertising, as other trades 
do, it is important that these methods of promotion be main- 
tained. To use any other tactics in the skill games division of 
the trade would be unfortunate. Slot machines have their own 
special field, specialized methods of promotion, etc., but pin 
games are something entirely different and should always be 
promoted by accepted business methods. The power of open 
advertising and publicity is all that is needed to maintain the 
pin game market. 


Pin games have created a national reputation that is favor- 
able, but that reputation can easily be damaged or destroyed. 
Open and fair competition, thru established jobbing and ad- 
vertising channels, is the way to protect that reputation.

Other classes, 
from the factory lunch and hot-dog 
stand up, prove good. 


The man who is without a cigaret and 
wants one to smoke after his meal is 
going to buy, and he is ready to pay 
the standard machine price because he 
wants his smoke right there. On the 
other hand, the smoker who has a few 
left in his pocket will wait till he 
reaches the corner drug store and save a 
cent or two on the price. It is surpris- 
ing, however, that many smokers will 
find themselves without the cigarets 
when they come to eat—they may be 
left “at the office” or in another coat.

Financial Report 
Of Hershey Firm 


CHICAGO, May 19.—A financial diag- 
nosis of the Hershey Chocolate Corpora- 
tion was published by The Chicago 
Journal of Commerce recently. Hershey 
bars have been widely distributed in 
vending machines for several years. 
First quarter, 1934, profits staged a sharp 
recovery for this firm over the business 
of 1933, according to the report. Earn- 
ings would equal about $1.64 a share on 
common stock. 

The decline in the 1932 year continued 
into 1933, but now apparently reversed, 
represented a break in an earnings rec- 
ord which continued to make gains from 
1925 thru the first two years of the 
depression. There was little variation in 
yearly net income of the corporation in 
the three years from 1929 thru 1931, 
with an annual average of roughly $7,- 
600,000, or slightly more than $8 a share 
as applied to the common stock. 


Up to the latter part of 1931 a de- 
clining volume of dollar sales was more 
than offset by a widening profit margin 
as a result of the rapidly falling prices 
for raw materials. Much of this ad- 
vantage was lost in 1932 because the 
company enlarged the size of its almond 
and milk chocolate bars without raising 
the selling price, a move which proved 
helpful in meeting competition from 
makers of similar types of chocolate spe- 
cialties marketed under widely adver- 
tised trade names at fixed prices. but 
resulted in a narrower margin of profit.

turers’ special trade code

CHICAGO, May i9.—Many companies 
in the coin-machine industry have al- 
ready applied for and received the new 
Code Eagle issued to employers operat- 
ing under approved codes, according to 
bulletin No. 18 isued May 18 by the 
Code Authority of the coin-operated 
machine industry. 

On the Code Eagle the industry is 
indicated by the words “Coin-Operated 
Machine Manufacturing,” and each Code 
Eagle bears a registration number and 
the date 1934. 

Display of the eagle will certify to 
strict compliance with the code, and 
“any person may be publicly deprived 
of the right to display any Blue Eagle 
if he violates any provisions or the 
spirit and intent of any code, Presi- 
dential agreements or regulation duly 
prescribed or approved.” 

A letter from the Insignia Section of 
the National Recovery Administration at 
Washington states: 

“Within a reasonable length of time 
all business establishments subject to 
an approved code will have had an op- 


Lottery Bill Signed in 
Puerto Rico for Charity 


SAN JUAN, P. R., May 19.—A gov- 
ernment lottery has become law in 
Puerto Rico this week. The lottery will 
begin on July 1 and drawings will be 
held twice a month. The treasury will 
retain half the money paid for the 
tickets and about a million dollars a 
year profit is expected. 


Governor Winship, who signed the 
bill, said that he was personally opposed 
to gambling, but had become convinced 
that the circumstances warranted such 
a law as the lottery bill. The purpose, 
he said, was to prevent the spending of 
money on lotteries in other countries 
and also to put an end to illegally con- 
ducted lotteries. The funds from the 
lottery will be used for municipal 
charities and the anti-tuberculosis cam- 
paign. 


Asks Supreme Court To 
Give Verdict on Slots 


NEW YORK, May 19.— Mayor La 
Guardia, in a brief to the U. S. Supreme 
Court this week, asked that body not to 
dismiss the action pending against slot 
machines. This petition was in re- 
sponse to an order of the Supreme Court 
last week asking both parties to the 
case to say why the case should not be 
thrown out, in view of the fact that 
New York State had passed the Esquirol 
bill, which bans slot machines.

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REPAIR YOUR OWN GAMES! 


Marty Rosen manages the Bronx 
Supreme Vending Company, New 
York City, formerly the Webster 
Vending Company. He is 27 years 
old, was interior decorator, but gave 
it up in 1928 to enter the operating 
business. From an operator he 
graduated to become a jobber in 
1934. He is noted for his mechanical 
knowledge of machines and for his 
willingness to help operators master 
their own repair problems. Public 
recognition of his personal services 
has been urged by operators. 


T IS surprising how many operators 

seem to be proud of the fact that 

they can say, “I don’t even know how 
to hold a screw driver.” If some of 
these fellows knew how foolish that 
sounds they would stop at the nearest 
hardware store, buy a screw driver and 
get acquainted with it. 


Another pet saying is, “I guess I’d be 
able to repair this machine, too, if I had 
the same tools you've got.” I’ve made 
@ check on the tools used for the last 30 
days. They are screw driver, hammer, 
pliers, drill and vise. The vise and drill 
were used one time. 


Other operators tell me that it is re- 
markable how I find out what is wrong 
by just trying the machine. There is 
nothing remarkable about it. It is just 
stopping to think a little. 


Repairing the average pin game is 
very simple. The important thing is to 
get started and not to be afraid of the 
job but to let the job be afraid of you. 
Always bear in mind that some other 
human being has put it together, there- 
fore it can be taken apart and put 
together again. 

If the operator would stop to think 
about how much money he loses by not 
being able to do his repairs on the loca- 
tions he would learn to do his own re=- 
pairs. Of course, the more difficult re- 
pairs cannot be done on the locations. 

Most of the trouble that occurs in 
pin games can be traced to neglect or 
laziness on the part of the operator. If

the operator would take the pains to 
keep his machine clean and remove the 
balls from machines that register while 
carrying them from one location to an- 
other one source of trouble would be 
eliminated. 


If often happens that an operator 
gets an “out of order” call and finds 
when he arrives that the plunger 
has not enough power to shoot the balls 
around fast enough, which is due to the 
fact that dust accumulated on the 
plunger rod had become gritty. When 
this happens it is best to take the 
plunger apart, take the rubber off the 
rod and wash the rod, spring and inside 
of the casting with gasoline, dry them 
and put them together. Then put a very 
little bit of vaseline on the rod. The 
vaseline should be wiped off and new 
vaseline applied every time the machine 
is serviced. This will prevent the inside 
of the casting from getting so worn that 
there will be too much play on the 
plunger rod. 


Another way that dust causes trouble 
is when the balls gather some of it and 
bring it down into the runways. The 
accumulation of dust in the runways 
sometimes prevents the balls from roll- 
ing onto the lift. The remedy for this 
is to go over the runways with a piece 
of steel wool, and then go over them 
with a magnet so that all the little 
strands of the steel wool are picked up. 
To prevent this evil keep the playing 
field clean. There are two good ways 
to clean the playing field. One way is 
to use oil and thé other is to use gaso- 
line. The safer way is to use oil. Mix 
three parts of ordinary lemon oil to one 
part alcohol. Shake well and rub lightly 
with a soft cloth, using a little more 
pressure on the dirtier parts. Then wipe 
off the oil with a clean dry cloth. The 
alcohol in the oil will not leave any oil 
on the face, therefore the balis will not 
be retarded or become gritty. It is best 
to do a small area at a ftme, taking 
care to shake the oil well before apply- 
ing it to the cloth. 


Still another way that dust causes 
trouble is thru the cotn slot. Many 
times an operator will call to collect 
from a machine and find very little 
money in it, still the location owner will 
insist that the machine got a very big 
play. This keeps on until the location 
owner notices that some of the players 
do not put any coins into the slot but 
just push the slide in and release the 
balls. He tells this to the operator. 
The operator takes off the coin slot 
and examines it. He finds that so much 
cust has accumulated (sometimes 4 
piece of paper or cardboard that some- 
one has tried to use instead of a coin) 
that the springs on the dogs have not 
the power to press the dogs in, therefore 
allowing the slide to go all the way in. 
He then takes the coin slot apart and 
gives it a thoro washing with gasoline 
and wipes it dry, assembles it, and the 
coin slot is ready to work again. 


There are two distinct types of coin 
slots on the market. One type has dogs 
cn top and bottom and a long dog on 
the bottom under the magnet. (Some 
have a ratchet on one side.) The other 
type has dogs on top, nothing on the 
bottom, a ratchet on one side, a slide 
check on the other side and a disc that 
turns and throws out the coin in the 
center. 


On the first-mentioned type of coin 
slot, if the coin does not pass the top 
Gogs, find out which dog causes the 
trouble, then if there is only one dog, 
file it down a little; if there is more 
than one dog, either file or eliminate 
the faulty one. (These dogs are sup- 
posed to stop a slug that has a hole in 
it.) If the coin is stopped by the long 
dog, file the bottom of the narrow end 
until it becomes shaped like a wedge. 
(This dog, with the help of the magnet, 
does not let an iron or steel slug pass.) 
To find the faulty dog raise one dog 
at a time while trying to put a coin 
thru. 


The other type coin slot can be given 
the same treatment for the upper dogs. 
If the disc goes out of order or breaks 
it can be replaced by taking out the two 
little screws that hold the magnet; take 
out the magnet, raise the top dogs with 
a thin screw driver or nail, push the 
slide all the way in and put the new 
disc on the groove. Pull the slide out 
and replace the magnet and screws. It 
is not advisable to take this type coin

slot apart because the slide check is 
riveted to the carriage. 


To take apart the first type coin slot, 
take off the long dog on the bottom and 
full the slide out. To put it together 
again, raise the top and bottom dogs 
with a nail or screw driver, push the 
slide in and put the long dog back. 
Before pulling the slide out examine the 
end of it for high or rough spots. If 
any are found file them down, other- 
wise it will be very hard to pull the 
slide out. 


When straightening a bent slide by 
hemmering it must be remembered that 
metal spreads when hammered. There- 
fore the sides of the slide must be filed 
a little bit. Care should be taken when 
hammering not to make any dents in 
the slide. Do not put oil, vaseline or 
any grease on the coin chute. 


The average operator can repair al- 
most any part on a pin game, btt is 
_——- licked when it comes to the 
ift. 


There are quite a few types of lifts. 
One type is a round wooden or pressed 
wood disc that has four holes. The balls 
roll into the holes and are brought into 
playing position by a knob that is on 
the right side of the cabinet. The holes 
in the disc must be lined up with the 
runway so that the balls roll in freely. 
If they do not line up right ream out 
the holes a little. 


Another type lift is a wooden block 
that slides up and down in a metal 
frame by means of a long steel rod 
which is turned by a lever situated on 
the front of the cabinet. The wooden 
block has a screw sticking out of it. 
Cne end of a spring is attached to the 
Screw and the other end is attached to 
the bottom of the metal frame. This 
spring is supposed to pull the block 
down after it has been raised by the 
rod. 


After continuous use the wooden 
block sometimes does not slide up 
smoothly because it has become a little 
worn. When that happens try attaching 
the spring to either one or the other 
corner of the metal frame. If that does 
not help try attaching a weight to the 
screw, being careful that the weight will 
not interfere with the steel rod that 
comes in contact with the screw. 


Another type is a round wooden disc 
with one hole. A long steel rod that 
goes thru to the front of the cabinet is 
attached to the disc by a screw. A metal 
bolt is on the bottom of the disc. The 
bolt comes in with a screw that is 
screwed into the side of the cabinet, 
thereby preventing the lift going too 
low, so that the hole will not line up 
with the runway. Because of the con- 
stant hammering of the bolt against the 
screw the screw sometimes bends, this 
causes the lift to go down too low. 
When this happens .either straighten 
the screw or use a heavier one. If the 
bolt on the disc should loosen and 
scrape the bottom of the cabinet ham- 
mer the bolt in a little. 


Another type is a half-round alumi- 
num casting with a deep round notch 
in it to accommodate the ball. The 
casting is inclosed in an aluminum 
frame and controlled by a handle from 
the front of the cabinet. If the ball 


does not roll into the notch look for 
something that has dropped in between 
the lift casting and the frame. If the 
lift casting cannot or is hard to drop 
after a ball has been raised stick a 
thumb tack into the side of the face 
where it has been cut to allow the 
lift frame to go thru, so that the flat 
part of the casting will touch the tack 
when it is raised. This condition oc- 
curs when the lift casting on the run- 
way has been worn a bit and the ball 
rolls part way between them when the 
lift is raised. The tack will not allow 
the lift to go up far enough to cause 
the opening for the ball to go in. 


Another type is made of flat steel 
rod bent into half-round shape. This 
lift is attached to the side of the cabi- 
net and is controlled by a steel push 
rod that goes thru to the front 6f the 
cabinet. This rod has a tip en the end 
that comes in contact with the lift. If 
the lift does not go up high enough to 
push out the balls unscrew the tip from 
the rod and file it up a little so that 
when it is screwed back on the rod it 
will not go on as far as before, thereby 
making the rod longer. 


Many times the lift is blamed when it 
should not be. Sometimes the lift does 
not work as smoothly as it should be- 
cause the balls are either rusty or 
rough. Replace with new balls, and if 
that does not help try putting a washer 
(on the screw that holds the lift in 
place) between the lift and the cabinet. 

Always be sure to rub a little vaseline 
on the push rod to prevent the wearing 
away of the casting, because it is im- 
portant not to have too much play at 
this point. The vaseline should be 
wiped off and fresh vaseline applied 
every time the machine is serviced,

On License 


uw 
Counsel rejects ordinance 
account fees too low in 
his opinion 
Ss 
DETROIT, May 19.—The skill-games 
ordinance as reported in The Billboard 
last week was rejected by Nathaniel 
Goldstick, assistant corporation counsel, 
on the ground that it did not contain 
adequate license fees. The ordinance 
was presented by Detroit coinmen as a 
step toward a solution of the suits of 
Henry Lemke and A. N. Gaspard to pro- 
tect the operation of games in Detroit. 
The ordinance as drawn up satisfied 
everyone except Mr.,Goldstick, Gaspard 
said, and it will he rewritten to meet 
his demands. Goldstick is asking for a 
“substantial license fee,’ understood to 
be about $25 to $50 per machine. 


Gaspard stated that operators general- 
ly, as he has contacted them, are willing 
to have an occupational tax of $25 to 
$50 and a further inspection or service 
license of $1 or $2 per machine. Dis- 
tinct advantages to established operators 
are claimed for such a plan. 


While Detroit and Michigan operators 
generally are reported to favor a State- 
wide license fee, it is felt that the De- 
troit situation calls for immediate solu- 
tion. If a city license is passed now, a 
State license will be favored next year 
to make operation of machines uniform 
all over the State, dividing the fees 
fairly between State, county and city. 


The injunction suits, which took a 
week In court some time ago, have been 
postponed again pending redrafting of 
the license ordinance. Judge Vincent M. 
Brennan is attempting to secure an out- 
of-court settlement, with the ordinance 
made binding, rather than proceed to 
complete a lengthy trial. 


City Council To Stick 
To Lawmaking Affairs 


PADUCAH, Ky. May 19.—Declaring 
that the board of city commissioners is 
a legislative body and has nothing to do 
with enforcément of the law, members 
of the commission, by a 3 to 2 vote, re- 
jected a motion calling for a police re- 
port on the alleged operation of vending 
machines in Paducah, which are li- 
censed, but which, it was alleged, fail to 
recompense the person who plays them. 


A touch of humor was brought into 
the discussion when Commissioner Ed- 
gar T. Washburn, who made the mo- 
tion, declared that a new type of vend- 
ing machine which has been installed 
in a number of locations here is not 
paying merchandise to the persons who 
play it. The type referred to by Wash- 
burn is supposed to dispense merchan- 
dise or beans, and laughter followed Mr. 
Washburn’s assertion that he played one 
of these machines 10 times and did not 
receive a thing, “not even a bean.”

Sam S&S. Reich, nationally 
famous concessioner and amuse- 
ment merchandise man, one of 
the squarest the industry has 
ever known, critically injured 
May 10, when the car he was 
driving plunged 75 feet over the 
155th street viaduct to Eighth 
avenue, New York, died in a hos- 
pital shortly after. He would 
have been £2 years of age on his 
next birthday, August 23. Reich, 
always conspicuous for his hon- 
esty in dealing with fair manage- 
ments, carnivals and his asso- 
ciates and employees, established 
the Fair Amusement Company in 
1910 in association with his 
brother, Charles, and Joe Enn, a 
lifelong friend. They became 
leading purveyors of merchandise 
products to the concession and 
bazaar trade. The trio, along 
with Isidore Friedman, had 
strings of stands on the 
Wortham, Barkoot and Ruther- 
ford Shows. It was not unusual 
for Reich to be conducting con- 
cessions on as many as 10 shows 
in a single season. He also con- 
trolled the concession privileges 
at many big Southern fairs. Up 
to a few years ago he was at the 
head of the Republic Doll & Tcy 
Company, and of late years had 
done business as a real estate 
broker. He brought yearlings 
under his wing who are noted 
today as outstanding showmen, 
carnival managers and conces- 
sioners. 

Reich had just let out three 
friends from his car when he 
drove away and made the fatal 
plunge. They were coming home 
from a meeting of the Niagara 
Society, benevolent organization, 
in Carnegie Hall. He dropped his 
Passengers and the car started 
to roll down the incline. Giving 
it gas, the auto climbed a high 
curb, was hurled across the side- 
walk and crashed thru an iron 
railing. One of the passengers, 
Albert Stechler, seeing the car 
disappear, dashed to the scene 
and succeeded in holding one end 
of the vehicle for a fraction of 
a second, when his grip could no 
longer sustain the weight.

Get License 


o 
Bureau order defines 
amusement center to ap- 
ply table game license 


NEW YORK, May 19.—The license or- 
der by the New York Department of Li- 
censes relating to “amusement centers” 
was filed with the City Clerk on May 1 
end for the present will be the order 
covering the sportlands and other table 
games. The order defines an “amuse- 
ment center” and places a license of $3 
on each table game. It is reported that 
the license order may be changed within 
the next 30 days. 


CITY OF NEW YORK, 
DEPARTMENT OF LICENSES 

The regulation heretofore adopted and 
dated October 28, 1932, under the au- 
thority vested in the Commissioner of 
Licenses by Section 1, Article 1, Chapter 
14 of the Code of Ordinances, as amend- 
ed June 16, 1931, with reference to 
Amusement Centers, Pool or Billiard Ta- 
bles and Ping-Pong Tables is hereby 
abrogated and in its stead by virtue of 
the authority hereinbefore referred to, 
the following regulation is hereby 
adopted: 

Amusement Center: Any indoor place 
or any inclosure in which is maintained 
or operated for the amusement, patron- 
age or recreation of the public any 
manually or mechanically operated 
game, other than pool or billiard tables, 
bowling alleys, miniature golf course 
or any game defined as or heretofore li- 
censed as a common show, is hereby des- 
ignated as an amusement center. 

No person shall maintain or operate 
an Amusement Center without first hav- 
ing obtained a license to do so, and the 
licensee of an Amusement Center shall 
maintain good order therein and shall 
not allow or permit gambling to be car- 
ried on therein. 

The fee for a license for an Amuse- 
ment Center shall be three (3) dollars 
for each game, and the license shall ex- 
pire on the 31st day of October next 
succeeding date of issuance thereof. 

Pool or Billiard Table: Any table of 
construction similar to a pool or billiard 
table on which is played any game in 
which a ball or marble is propelled by a 
billiard cue or similar device and which 
is maintained or operated in any place 
open to the public, is hereby designated 
as a pool or billiard table. 

No person shall maintain such a pool 
or billiard table without first having 
obtained a license as provided for by 
Chapter 14 of the Code of Ordinances.

Prizes Talked 
Up in Newark 


NEWARK, N. J., May 19.—Newark 
operators were stunned at the an- 
nouncement published in the daily 
papers here that Prosecutor Wachenfeld 
had recommended to Mayor Ellenstein 
that licenses be issued on the pins only 
when no prizes are awarded. 

It is the prosecutor’s belief that if 
prizes are given it will immediately 
cause the play to be illegal on the 
theory that one player will be getting 
more for his money than another. 

Licenses for the pin games are ex- 
pected to be issued this week. An- 
nouncement by the prosecutor has held 
up issuance of the permits. Newark ops 
do not believe that the prize situation 
should affect the granting of the li- 
censes already agreed upon by the city. 

Prosecutor Wachenfeld declared in the 
local press that he realized the games 
are legal but that the question of 
legality rested with the giving of prizes 
for high-score play on the games. 

The New Jersey Automatic Merchan- 
disers’ Association is now at work at- 
tempting to show Prosecutor Wachen- 
feld that the awarding of prizes does not 
constitute an illegal action. 


Local Codes for Small 
Industries Are Probable 


WASHINGTON, May 19.—The definite 
announcement by General Johnson that 
the Administration had decided to 
abandon NRA codes for many of the 
small industries and service trades has 
led to inquiry concerning the two or 
three operators’ codes which have been 
submitted to Washington. The Admin- 
istration is at work on plans for regu- 
lating the small industries, which will 
possibly be announced in a few weeks. 

It has been suggested that State NRA 
codes and local code authorities may be 
encouraged in order to decentralize the 
codes for small industries. The codes 
may be suggested for the service indus- 
tries only in those communities where 
there is a real demand for a regulating 
code by the trade concerned. Operators 
in Michigan and California have adopted 
local State codes of fair competition 
which have been in use for some time. 
Some governmental authority for en- 
forcement is needed for these codes, it 
is admitted. Operators and jobbers in 
New York are said to seriously desire a 
code to regulate competition in their 
territory. 


Illinois Passes State 
NRA Enforcement Bill 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 19.—Gov- 
ernor Horner of Illinois signed the NRA 
enforcement bill this week and it will 
become law in the State on July 1. This 
puts Illinois among the list of a dozen 
States that have passed enabling acts to 
support the NRA codes of fair competi- 
tion. The Mlinois bill was considered a 
very rigid bill and putting all the execu- 
tive powers of the State back of the 
enforcement of the codes. The advan- 
tages claimed for passing of NRA en- 
forcement statutes is that violations of 
the codes can be heard in the local 
courts without the delays necessary to 
take cases into the federal courts. 

The NRA bill was passed in Iilinois 
after one of the most bitter political 
fights that has happened in a _ long 
time. Four of Chicago’s daily news- 
papers, leaders of the anti-Roosevelt 
movement, waged a bitter campaign 
against the bill to the end. 

An executive of the Illinois Manufac- 
turers’ Association announced that a 
case to test the constitutionality of the 
law would be started as soon as possible. 


Ops Favor New Camera 


NEW YORK, May 19.—The new Metro- 
Flash camera is being used by operators 
of diggers, Sportlands and pin games 
here. The firm states that with the 
season of picture snapping on hand the 
coinops find the Metro-Flash camera an 
ideal stimulant for the play on their 
machines. 

The Metro people also state that their 
camera is being used extensively by dig- 
gers ops who find that the public likes 
to get a quality item

New York Public Officials Help 
Stabilize Skill Game Industry 


NEW YORK, May 19.—Co-operative ef- 
forts of the New York officials and the 
Metropolitan Skill Games Board of 
Trade reached a high point last night 
when over 60 operators and others in- 
terested in the business in this city at- 
tended an enthusiastic meeting, which 
was addressed by the Hon. License Com- 
missioner Paul Moss and Deputy Com- 
missioners Rosalie Loew Whitney, John 
Rainey, “Chief” Bracken and officers of 
the Skill Games Board of Trade. In 
the course of his remarks Commissioner 
Moss told the operators: 


“I am sure that when we get thru 
here tonight you will realize that our 
department was designed only for one 
thing, not to harass the poor worried 
business man today who is worrying 
about paying his rent and many other 
things. We are there to help and we 
never set down a rule applying to any 
business, or the changing of a license 
fee, unless we give as many of the peo- 
ple in that business an opportunity to 
come to us as we possibly can... . Now 
our department is willing and I think 
able to take care of skill games and 
see that they are properly protected, 
and on the other hand in a chance game 
or a gambling game we are very sure 
that we can stop them. Now I want you 
to understand this that skill games as 
we see them in the office have been 
very carefully studied by Mrs. Whitney 
and the highly technical part of all this 
discussion tonight I would like to leave 
to her. . . There should be close co- 
operation between the license depart- 
ment and the police department. We 
cannot answer for the police depart- 
ment officialiy, but we can say this 
that they will co-operate with us and 
we will co-operate with you to the end 
that all decent business people in this 
line of business will be protected. 


“About the machines known as 
cranes and diggers, they properly come 
under vending machines, as I under- 
stand it, and these vending machines, I 
believe, will be taken care of by separate 
ordinance some time probably this 
year.”

NEW YORK, May 19.—Theodore Blatt, 
counsel for the Metropolitan Skill Games 
Board of Trade, appeared before At- 
torney-General John J. Bennett Jr. at 
Albany on May 17 to ask for a ruling 
that pin games and similar devices are 
not prohibited by the Esquirol law re- 
lating to slot machines. 


State Senator Joseph A. Esquirol re- 
cently issued a statement that he did 
not intend his bill to bar the pin games 
and similar devices, but despite this 
the lower courts in Nassau County have 
ruled that the pin games were prohibited 
by the new law. Attorney Blatt is said 
to be planning a test case in Nassau.

A license fee of $3 per machine for 
every machine on location has been de- 
cided by the commissioner and is ef- 
fective immediately. A proposed ordi- 
nance to amend the city charter to pro- 
vide for the licensing of every operator 
is planned. In this way the public of- 
ficials of the city hope to have a firm 
hand and control upon all operators and 
locations. 

Members of the trade in general are 
very much pleased and encouraged with 
the co-operation they have received 
thru the Skill Games Board of Trade 
with both the police and the license de- 
partments. 


Catalin Case Decided 


BROOKLYN, May 19.—-Catalin, used in 
the manufacture of balls for pin-game 
tables, has been the subject of a patent 
suit here. This suit, started about a 
year ago by the Catalin Corporation, 
subsidiary of the Pacific Eastern Cor- 
poration, against the Marblette Corpora- 
tion, has been ended thru the signing of 
a consent decree by Judge Moscowitz in 
the United States District Court in 
Brooklyn, it was announced by William 
Theile, president of the Catalin Corpora- 
tion. The litigation was settled by 
granting a license to the Marblette Cor- 
poration, which in turn recognizes the 
Catalin Corporation’s patents and agrees 
to pay royalty on the Marblette Corpora- 
tion’s entire output, the announcement 
said.
